•eats were those from Ohio.Ied by Congress­ 
m en M cKinley and Ben B utterw ort!). 
Senator H oar of M assachusetts, the chair­ 
m an of the las! national convention,w alked 
down the aisle to th e front, and, followed 
by his fellow-delegates. took his place as 
Chairman of the delegation, w ithout boing 
recognized by tho galleries. 
At 11.45 o’clock the m em bers of th e n a­ 
tional com m ittee cam e in in pairs and in 
groups. 
T hurston of N ebraska 
arrived 
w ith tile m em bers of tho com m ittee from 
his State, and took a seat on th e stage just 
back of th e chairm an's desk, w hich he was 
soon to occupy as th e tem porary presiding 
officer of th e convention. 
As G eneral F rem ont entered th e hall he 
was greeted w ith a round of applause 
and cheers, th e first genuine dem onstration 
of the

H e w as escorted to 
a seat on the platform , w hich provoked a 
fu rth er outb u rst of applause as there he 
m et Fred Douglass, w ho cam e to a seat 
beside him and shook him by th e hand. 
Carson L ake of tho national com m ittee 
cam e upon tho platform ju st before the 
convention

gavels. 
one 
m erely 
polished and intended for h ard pounding, 
th e other a m ore pretentious affair, in­ 
tended as a g ift to the tem porary chair 
m an. It is richly chased in gold, and has 
engraved upon its several gold bands the 
nam es of W ashington, L afayette. G rant, 
Lincoln, Garfield 
and Logan. 
A t 12.31 
th e gavel of C hairm an Jone s, of tho national 
R epublican com m ittee, resounded sharply 
upon th o m ahogany desk. and th e Republi­ 
can convention of 1888xvas form ally opened. 
Rev. F ran k W. G unsaum s was introduced 
to lead th e convention in prayer. 
He 
th an k ed the Lord for the intelligence and 
courage un d er 
w hich 
th e 
banners of 
th e R epublican 
party h ad

m ark et and of tho country’s real inde­ 
pendence. 
The British, who now shout free trade, 
protected them selves against all com peti­ 
tion until they were m asters of the com ­ 
m ercial world arid until they realized th at 
th e U nited States, w ith its great natural 
advantages aud by a m oderate use of tho 
sam e m eans, was becom ing a form idable 
rival. It was only when G reat Britain per­ 
ceived som ething of 
tho future of her 
Am erican rival th a t she attem pted to re- 
gam th a t control over this country by atli- 
fice which she was unable to hold or re­ 
claim by force of arm s. 
A tter relating the history of tho alleged 
allianceof the South w ith E nglish m anu­ 
facturers under th e adm inistrations of A an 
Buren, Polk, Pierce and B uchanan. C hair­ 
m an Jones continued:

publican party was organized on Ju ly 0, 
1854, in Jackson, Mich.

The Win* Adherent* Adm itted to the 
Discomfiture of Mahone. 
T he m ost exciting contest in th e conven­ 
tion, and th e only m atter of in te rn a l m an­ 
agem ent w hich created any ill-fee ing, was 
the dispute as to th e legality of th e V irginia 
delegations. 
Mr. AVise m ade a strenuous objection, the 
decision on th e legality ol the credentials of 
the A'iiginia delegation being left to a com­ 
m ittee on w hich Mr. M ahoue, the con­ 
testant. had a seat. Ile sa id : 
G entlem en, th a t m atter has been going 
on in Virginia for some years, aud the de­ 
cision is alw ays in laver of the plaint lf. 

W illiam Mahono’s 
n a m ' s sent here by W illiam Mahone to 
decide w h eth er AVilliam M ahone is a dele­ 
gate or not. And I assure you (laughter and 
applause! th at I learned in th e battles ct 
V irgin.a th a t a free 
ballot and a fair 
count are tho dearest boon of national 
Republicanism . I have learned in the long 
struggle which we have w aged there, th at 
no m an ought to Le p m u te d to be judge 
and suitor both. And yet tho proposition, 
gravely presented to tins convell non by 
these eight m en. four of whom are con­ 
tested and ah of whom are led by him. is 
that, in this contes:, he shall go upon this 
com m ittee aud have a veto upon his rights 
and mine.

Senator Hoar interposed a word or tw o iii 
behn f of AATse’s position, and then General 
M ahone took the platform , ana proceeded 
to belabor AVise and his party. In tire course 
o: tire hot debate that, followed Mr. VY.so 
charged M ahone w ith frauds. by which 
AVise had been cheated cut of his scat and 
Malinno roto! ted th a t the charge w as "as 
false as Mr. AVise was foul.” On m otion of 
Senator Hoar of M assachusetts, the reso- 
lu t on w inch recognized tire prim a facie 
rig h t ol tire delegation led by Mahone be­ 
ing adm itted, was laid « n the table. 
Then a long discuss on arose on the gen­ 
eral question of credentials and contests, 
and a resolution th at all such lie referred 
w ithout statem ent or debate to tho com ­ 
m ittee on credentials, was passed, aud this 
closed tho day s proceedings.

Chicago, Ju n e 2 0 —The convention was 
called to order at 8.20 p. in. The audito­ 
rium was uncom fortably crowded, and the 
air was stiffing. The secretary read a tele­ 
gram from the Republican central com m it­ 
tee of California, sending greeting to to tire 
convention, and returning ti aternal thanks 
for tire honor bestowed on th e Pacific coast 
by the selection of Mr. Estee as perm anent 
chairm an. 
C hairm an Est e announced th a t as the 
lim it of tim e for speaking was five m inutes 
ail the speakers in the convention would 
hereafter be called to order on tim e, except 
those presenting tire nam es of presidential 
candidates. 
U ntil the com m ittee on credentials was 
in a position to report, the convention 
iis'ened to resolutions of respect for the 
late G erm an Em peror, General G rant, G en­ 
eral Logan, ex-Prosident A rthur and Sena­ 
tor Coit kit ng. and they were all adopted by 
a ra il g v> te. Then Governor F oraker of 
Oh re was called upon to address tire m eet­ 
ing.tv hen lie had finished, the credentials 
eoinm itt re was ready to report. and a first 
class tu m u lt was de,vel ped. in tire course 
of w hich tire ever forw ent R iddleberger of 
Virgitffa, wire nm laitook to "present tho 
truth of the \ r rgliiia m atter." wassquelclred 
bx- the chairm an. After nearly every S tate 
delegation had had a hand in the con­ 
test. the rn uoi'itv rep ti. which 
seats 
the Mahone delegates, was offered as a sufi­ 
st lure. ami a call of States was had upon 
the Hi option of tire su b -titUte. 
A laugh w ent tlirm igb the assem bly when 
on Oil o be ng called Governor Foraker 
arose end stated th at there were only 38 
delegates pres, ut. aud th a t 19 of them voted 
yes aud 19 nay. 
The m inority report was rejected —yeas, 
25(1: nays. 512. 
Tho announcem ent of the vote was re- 
ce voil w ith applause. 
T he m ajority report was th en adopted as 
a whole, and applicable to all th e Virginia 
districts, aud then the convention at 11.25 
adjourned until tom orrow a t IO o’clock.

In many of th* cr pa which tho farmer 
*row« be has little, if any. direct oppor­ 
tunity of determining or jndsffffi* of the de­ 
fine of barrenness that exists. Could every 
Bred that is p aced in the soil produce to its 
full capacity, the result of the harvest 
would l>e much in excess of what it usually 
is. How many stalks of rye, wheat, oats or 
barley arc cither wholly or partially barren 
is only seldom if ever observed, and yet 
the amount if known would be astonish- 
inttly great. The same may be said of other 
plants; but with corn tire case becomes 
much more noticeable, because in harvest­ 
ing or husking nearly or q u ite every stalk 
comes under observation. The number of 
barren stalks to be found, even in a year of 
average yield, is considerable, and in excep­ 
tional years may be very large. In average 
years it is not an uncommon thing to tind 
Bt a1 KS with nothing but the embryo of an 
ear, while in others there may be a fully 
developed cob. but wholly or partially 
barren of grain, and this is much larger 
than is Olton supposed. Barrenness results 
from a want of proper fertilization of the 
Bulks when in bloom. 
In many instances the condition of bar­ 
renness is natural, that is, in every field of 
corn there will be found some stalks that 
arc wholly destitute of so much as the germ 
of an ear, but which will tassel out and 
furnish pollen for til® fertilization of other 
italks. Upon the principle that “like pro­ 
duces like.” it would seem to bo very un­ 
desirable to have a field of corn fertilized 
to any great extent by such means 
The 
only safe remedy would seem to be to go 
over the field and cut out all the stalks that 
are without ears; but this would b® a slow 
aud tedious process, and the more natural 
way would seem to be to confine operations 
to a limited extent sufficient for seed pur­ 
poses. Fertilization may also be affected 
very disastrously by violent storms of rain 
occurring alxrot the time tho pollen is in 
its active state, whereby it is rendered in­ 
effectual. 
The degree of barrenness is 
greater than would be supposed, and varies 
sr. th different varieties cf com. During the 
year 1880 examination was made of several 
varieties of com at the farm of th* Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, which showed an unusual 
percentage 
of 
barrenness. 
This, how­ 
ever. 
is believed to have been caused 
by 
a 
violent wind 
and 
rain storm. 
Iii many cases stalks were not counted bar­ 
ren that produced ears of very little value. 
Five hundred stalks were counted, and the 
number of barren ears varied in seven vari­ 
eties from 31 stalks to 120. or from 0.2 
per

The 
thought 
of

stalks is bad enough, but when it is in­ 
creased to 25 per cent., it presents a discour­ 
aging aspect to farmers. 
Tile advance that is made in the scientific 
study of agriculture shows more and more 
clearly the necessity of a better understand­ 
ing of the laws that underlie farm opera­ 
tions, and especially vegetable physiology. 
lf by tho exercise of a little intelligence 
and properly directed care the crops grown 
by the farmer can be increased even a very 
small per c e n t.it is high time that there 
was an awakening to tho fact and a change 
of base of operations provided for. The 
great aim should be to secure the best possi­ 
ble results from the labor bestowed.

T h e B est P la n is to S tore U nder G ood, 
D ry S h elte r-G o o d Shed* W ill F a y 
a G ood In v estm en t. 
Good feed is always an important item in 
feeding stock of any kind. We usually ex­ 
pect to secure the largest proportion of 
what is fed out to the stock from the farm, 
and it is quite an item to have the feed of a 
good quality. In securing this, much de- 
t'cnds upon tho stage at which it is har­ 
vested, as well as the manner of storing. It 
may be cut at the right stage, and yet bo 
oui to seriously damaged by improperly stor­ 
ing away. The best plan, of course, is to 
store under good, dry shelter. Barns are 
best, as to a considerable extent they avoid 
Borne handling. Sheds that in many casos 
can be built very cheap will answer to pro­ 
tect considerably better than stacking out­ 
side, But there is considerable difference 
even w ith what is stacked out. If put up in 
small round stacks there is a much larger 
amount of surface exposed to the action of 
tho air and elements. There is always con­ 
li d eb b ie 
damage 
by evaporation 
and 
drying 
out 
as 
well 
as 
by 
leaching 
from 
rain 
and 
snow. 
The 
less 
is 
usually 
rn 
proportion to tho 
amount 
of surface exposed, aud if the hay, clover 
or other roughness that is usually stored up 
lor use during the winter is nut up in small 
Blacks, there is a much larger amount of 
wastage. This eau bo avoided by putting 
un in large ricks and us ng a hay knife to 
cut down. and by this means avoid the 
uncovering < I too mach hay. Good sheds 
that will protect the nay from tile weather 
Will pay a good per cent. on the investment, 
and can be considered us a permanent in­ 
vestm ent on the farm. The loss from each 
stack may seem a small matter, but on 
many farms the loss in one year is an item 
worm saving, w hile a few years only are 
needed to make it quite a saving. In addi­ 
tion to saving the feed and avoiding w-aste, 
may also be added the lessened risk of dam­ 
age in harvesting the crop. ff stored under 
a go d shed every load that is put up is safe. 
Of course, with good management and 
plenty of machinery, this risk is lessened 
considerably, but at the same time sudden 
showers may come un and do considerable 
damage if you happen to hay e a good-sized 
stack 
only partially 
completed. 
With 
good shells every load that is mowed away 
is safe. As it becomes more important to 
make all that is possible from the farm 
items that heretofore have been overlooked 
will become of sufficient importance to need 
h eking after, and providing shelter for all 
the feed, instead of putting more or less 
outside, expo cd to the weather, is one item 
in w hich, on the ma ority of farms, a coil 
steerable improvement can be made.—[N.J.

Hungarian grass has a broader leaf and 
more foliage compared to the stem than the 
common millet, but does not produce as 
much bulk to the acre as the latter. I have 
grown one crop of Hungarian. I found that 
all my stock except sheep seemed to like it 
and thrive up ii it, hut the sheep would 
hardly smell of it. and would leave a rack 
full untouched all day. Some of our fanners 
ra se a piece of millet every year. J. J. 
Woodman manures heavily, sows in June 
from ;ho 10th to the 20th, and after cutting 
off the crop sows the field to wheat. Stock 
of ail kinds will eat millet and thrive upon 
i t It needs a good deal of sun to cure it 
properly and well. If not well cured it 
heals and spoils in the mow very readily. 
Millet and Hungarian seed each weigh BO 
pounds to the bushel, and as the seeds are 
nearly of the same size. they te nure the 
s .me amounts per acre for seeding. There 
is no unvarying standard for amount per 
acre for seeding. 
The seedsmen recom­ 
mend from 14 quarts to halt a bushel for 
obvious reasons, but practically eight to 12 
quarts are sufficient, according to the 
strength of the land. 
Thick seeding on 
thin soil will give a short stunted growth, 
with little foliage and less head. 
lf the 
season is favorable, clover and timothy can 
be sown with either millet or Hungarian 
gras-, and pro !uco a crop of hay or pasture 
t.he following year. 
A neighbor of mine 
Ii ad as ltne a meadow seeded in this way as 
I ever saw, The season is turning out very 
favorable L r preparing ground for m illet 
Over two and a bali inches of rainfall in a 
week will not soon dry out of the soil, so 
that the se. d will germinate quickly, and 
start out at once to grow. 
If farmers do 
their share, the season is likely to supple­ 
ment their efforts, and a fodder famine will 
not recur again another year. 


must be w et hut mellow and full of organic 
m atter or manure, vegetable matter,decom­ 
posed and decomposing. These are thecon- 
ditionsto gather and hold moisture. 
I do not agree witn tho advocates of 
"broken capillaries,’ or unbroken, as the 
reason or basis of moisture in land w hen 
cultivated. My theory is more sensible, as 
it is more in accordance with nature—not 
astride a hobby, bul following every day 
and universal laws 
Ground made and 
kept mellow by cultivation allows the air 
to penetrate the surface, and down to a 
po nt where the 
tem perature is cool 
enough to cause a condensation of the 
moisture in the air. In tho night time this 
work goes on nearer the surface. Of course, 
there is a rising of moisture from below as 
it is evaporated from the surface. 
Itisplainfto me that mellowness of the 
soil is essential for a good crop of turn rn. 
This condition can be Drought ab ut in tho 
summer by a good deep ploughing and 
thorough cnltivat ng. This tillage will put 
the manure and the sod, if it is sod land, in 
fine tiith for the seed, and also make ti e 
needed preparation for the ground, absorb 
mg moisture, condensing it and retaining 
it. 
By the decay of the organic matter 
plant food is furnished, and if th* re is not 
enough of this it may be supplemented 
with commercial fertilizers, in fact, with 
adeep and thorough cultivation and mix­ 
ture in tire soil of chemical plant food, a 
good cr< p may begrown. I t -himid be re­ 
membered that organic m atter has a tine 
mechanical effect or benefit upon the turnip 
crop. 
For swedes or rut* bagas. I consider barn­ 
yard manure almost necessary. For a num­ 
ber of years I gave up the raising of swedes, 
as the turnip tty ate them up. I discovered, 
one season, that the potato© bottle did not 
Injure the potatoe with a rank growth of 
vines, and it occurred to me that the 
pesky turnip dies might he kept from de­ 
vouring tho swedes on the samo account. 
A piece of land was accordingly ploughed 
after the clover had bi en cut and gathered. 
It was then covered with a thick coaling of 
manure, harrowed well and marked out. 
There was so much manure, and it was so 
coarse that it had to be si reoil between the 
m arker rows. and raked out with a hand 
rake in order to got the seed down to the 
fresh 
earth. 
A 
little 
phosphate was 
also scattered in the bottom 
of 
the 
rows. The 
result 
of this 
effort was 
that the seed camo up quickly, 
and 
was never injured by the hies. The manure 
acted as a mulch, and altin ugli the weather 
was In t and dry there was a w ry lapiil 
growth. There is not so much danger of 
the tty win n the crop is put in after July I. 
These insects do not like the smell of the 
manure or the rank taste of the plants. The 
swedes are sown in drills, two an d a half 
fi et apar!, and one pound of seed is enough 
for an acre. It is well, perhaps, to u.-e nu ire 
seed aud t > thin tho plants out, as soon as 
they are well up. to one or two plants in a 
place every Ut inches. The weens should 
not be allowed to get a start. The last of 
Juno is the lest time to put in the swedes 
in the more nor;hi rn latitudes. They will 
then grow larger. For table use it is time 
enough to put in the seed any time I efore 
tile middle of July. There are several va­ 
rieties, but for feeding stock the yellow 
kinds are best, as they grow larger than the 
white. 
W hatever maybe thought best about grow­ 
ing swedes, every farmer can certainly 
raise plenty ol fiat turnips. Any land is 
suited to this crop, provided the conditions 
of mellowness and richness are regarded. 
An old pasture or meadow, or a field from 
which a grain crop has been gathered, can 
be readily utilized for turnips. Til© field 
which lias been set apart for a bo c pasture 
is lust the tiling. Summer fallowing is the 
right treatment for turnip land. This pro­ 
cess need not take a summer to accomplish, 
as it did in old times, but one good deep 
ploughing and several cultivatings will put 
tho land in excellent order. Tho manuring 
should always be on the surface, so that tho 
oung plants can get the ready and prompt 
netit of it, and als > where it may serve 
the purpose of a mulch to retain moisture. 
'Ireere must lie plenty of fertilizer of some 
sort, and barnyard manure is tho best. It 
may be well lotted or green, I use it in all 
forms, but generally cover tho turnip land 
with the manure made from tho stables 
during tho summer. 
The fiat turnips slinuld be sown in July, 
and the lot h is the o d rule. 
Wood ashes 
are an excellent fertilizer sown broadcast, 
anil so are the commercial manures, at the 
rateof from two to BOO pounds per acre. 
T hese may be drilled in. with tho seed sown 
broadcast, ate r the drill, aud thalami then 
being rolled or gone over with a brush har­ 
row. One pound of seed is enough f< r an 
acre, if tile crop is designed to be harvested 
and st' red for winter use. 
If the turnips 
are intended for a late pasture, more seed 
may be used. It is well, and in fact best. 
to work turnip land long enough before 
seeding to allow the seeds to grow, and 
then, with tho last tilling, they will be 
killed out. As a rule, we do not prepare 
land for crops with tho painstaking and 
thoroughness we ought lo. 
It would bo 
well lo roll the turnip land several times, if 
it is lumpy. The red-top strau-leaf is the best 
variety for field culture.—[Iv, D. Curtis, in 
Country Gentleman.

The Currant W orm . 
It is some 30 years since white hellebore 
was first used as a remedy for currant 
worms, and it is one of those few remedies 
which never fail when properly applied. A 
common misapplication is to dust the 
leaves of tire currant too copiously, the 
holes in the dredging boxes or bags being 
too large. A very tine even dusting is best. 
J. B. Stickney stated lait year in a hor­ 
ticultural meeting in Wisconsin that lie 
bail used in a single year 75 pounds of 
white hellebore, anil he thought lie “had 
tire currant worms where they would stay.” 
He bud allowed Ins bushes to grow too high 
and too broad, and he intended to prune 
them less largo and more open. W itll very 
fine holes in Ins dredging boxes he could 
apply am desired quantity of hellebore,and 
lie hardly ever found it necessary to apply 
it a sci end time. He prefers the morning 
when the dew is on. Tho eggs are always 
deposited on tire underside of the leaf, but 
the insects in eating the entire leaf get the 
medicine. lie spout six days in going over 
his six acres. Ho buys tire hellebore at 
wholesale at 16 cents a pound, but for an 
ordinary patch very little is needed. 
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will sometimes swarm, as two queens I 
batell out at tho same time, or the bees i 


until you find a oueon-eell that contains a 
growing queen. Sot tho frame containing 
this into a nee hive with threePther frames 
of sealed brood, first brushing off all the 
bees so as to be sure not to remove the old 
queen. Now put empiy frames, or frames 
filled with foundation, into the old hive; 
close it up and carry it off .to or 40 feet, anil 
set it down in a now location, leaving tho 
new l ive with the four Lames of brood 
whore the old Ona was, and your work Is 
done. The bees out gathering boney will, 
of course, return to the same place they 
started from, and quit'1 a number of tho 
b TS carried away with the old Hive will re­ 
turn to the old place; and as a rule the 
colony will be about equally divided. Tho 
returning bees, of course, have no queen; 
but

from 
e gilt to iff days after 
dividing, 
the

in the cell will 
have hatched, been fertilized, and com­ 
menced laying. By furnishing them a lay­ 
ing queen, you thus see that many days will 
be saved, dtiriug which time the e;gs laid, 
when hatched, will nearly equal a swarm. 
When a colony is very strong they can lie 
di' ided before they have started queen 
cells; b u ttles should not be pract ced by 
beginners. 
Jf you do divido before any 
queen cells are built, c ;ght or nine days 
after divid ng the half tiiat was queenless 
may 
may 
get the swarm ng fever, and oil they go as 
soon as a queen hatches. To prevent tins 
remove all but one queen cell about seven 
davs after dividing. W hin furnishing a 
divided colony with a queen coll from some 
other hive, they will sometimes show a 
preference for those of their own raising, 
and destroy tho oiher. If they do this, de­ 
stroy all of theirs and give them another. 
Whenever possible, lmwever, give them a 
laying queen: and if honey is coming in 
rapidly there will be little danger of h r 
being killed if you turn hor loose at tire end 
of 24 hours. 
If you wish to change a swarm of black 
bees to Italians, or wish to replace an old 
and unprofitable queen w ith a young one, 
bunt out the oldqueen and kill her.and put. 
lire new queen in the hive in a small cage, 
made bv bend.rig a small piece of wire 
screen around your finger and purely ng the 
end shut o • stopping them ivitll corks. At 
tire (red of two days open your hive again 
and let tho queen loose among tho bees. It 
is also a good plan to put a few drops of 
honey on the queen as she comes out of tin 
cage. Tho bees will I ck up the honey ai d 
accept her, when they might otherwise 
have refused to own lier. and make it 
necessary 
for 
you to cage 
lier again 
for a day or two. 
W inn putting in 
the cage. crowd it between tire < omits 
w here the queen can reach honey through 
the cage if the bees should fail to feed her. 
If you have a queen sent to you tty mail. 
tho cage in which you receive lier will 
have iii it several davs’ provision. Now if 
yen introduce an Italian queen into a black 
colony, in 21 days nom the time you killed 
the black quei re the last black bee will have 
hatched, and in 21 days from the time you 
let the new one loose tire first Italian bee 
will be hatched, and in 45 days from this 
time the em ire colony will be Italian, if 
you mako tire change early in tho season. 
This proves conclusively tw o points, often 
contradicted bv the old fogy bce-koepor, 
that the queen lays all tho eggs, and that 
tho average life or the workers in the busy 
part of the season bs but 45 days. 


found that the thinning conli! be rapidly 
performed on trees trained with low heads, 
the operator doing most of tho work while 
standing on the ground. 
The branches 
started out, only six or o ght inches high, 
anil the trees were kept in a compact, hand­ 
some shape. One active man would thin 
200 rn a day. His rule was to* thin at

of the yearly growth. Mr. Younglove of 
Vine Valley had older trees but ho found 
about 15 minutes enough to thin each tree, 
and the same decided benefit resulted from 
it as with others. The same advantages oc­ 
curred in the experiments made in thin­ 
ning pears. The late Dr. Harley tried the 
experiment on heavily bl aring dwarf trees 
of the Louise Bonne of Jersey. A part were 
untouched; other trees had half the crop 
thinned. The latter bore quite as many 
bushels. But Dr. F. said his mistake was in 
not thinning sufficiently, and that he ought 
to have taken two-thirds or three-quarters. 
The numerous small specimens were much 
inferior in quality to the magnificent fully 
developed ones. In abundant years It it quite 
important to take tire work in hand in time. 
and instead of allowing all to grow together 
on the tree, including knurl-, scabby, haif- 
grown, curculio-stung and worm-eaten, to be 
mixod up with fair specimens, lessening 
their size, beauty and flavor, to take out all 
tho bad ones.and let the rest have free posses­ 
sion. It is easier to pick these now and to cast 
them down to the ground without basket­ 
ing than to hand-oick. carry and carefully 
handle and assort the whole.—[I he Tribune. 


T H E CALF. 


T h e B eat T im e for Cow* to C alve. 
The general impression is that when cows 
calve in the spring they will give a larger 
quantity of milk before they go dry than 
when they calve in tire fall, but this is not 
tho case, 
An instance was cited in our 
columns some time ago where a cow calved 
Dee. I fi,and gave during the milking season 
6150 pounds of milk. 
Afterwards she 
calved in April, and gave, before going dry, 
only 5100 pounds. Tire cow was at this 
time in her usual health, and had the same 
f< od as during the summer when the pre­ 
vious test was made, tire length of time 
when milked being the same in both cases. 
This showed a difference of 1050 pounds, 
and a subsequent test with the same cow 
showed a difference in favor of winter 
milking of OOO pounds. A test made with 
another cow showed a gain of 800 pounds 
when she calved in Januarf over whi^t she 
gave when she calved in May. W hen a cow 
calves late in the fall or in the winter, she 
is fed I berally during tho winter, and this 
causes a good How of milk, which is in­ 
creased when -Ire is turned to grass. Tints 
sire give-i a large yield through both seasons, 
and the aggregate yield is a larger one.

H ilt ta on D iv id in g C olonie* an d I n ­ 
tro d u cin g Q ueen*. 
Dividing is taking one swarm of bees and 
maxing two or more out of it, or making 
one new swarm from two or more old ones. 
If rightly understood, this is a much safer 
way to inert as* than to allow natural 
swarms to be thrown off: but injudicious 
dividing has caused great loss, as many can 
testify. 
In all your manipulations witli 
bees, 
always 
remember to keep your 
colonies strong. It is tho disregard of this 
most important principle that has caused 
loss from dividing. Professor Cook says: “I 
have practiced dividing aver since I have 
kept bees, and n e w without the best re­ 
sults.” There are™ veral ways of dividing 
a colony, aud it is always advisable to iur- 
nish tho new swarm with a laying queen if 
possible; but a plan I have successfully used, 
and ono that can surely be recommended to 
beginners for its simplicity, is as follows: 
lf you see that your bees are very strong, 
and the general iimication-. point toward 
their swarming, goto the hive in the mid­ 
dle of some p "ftsant day when, they are 
working well, aud look over the combs

A d v ice to T h ose W h o A re O bliged to 
K eep T h eir 
P o u ltr y in C onfine­ 
m en t—H ow and W h en to F eed . 
It becomes a problem with many persons, 
who raise fowls either for pleasure or 
profit, how to keep them as becomes neces­ 
sary in confinement during a coiisidciablo 
part of tho year, ann yet have them do well. 
There is a certain amount of fresh vegeta­ 
ble and animal food which they gather 
when running at large, and which seems 
almost essential to their well being. 
But 
in their continued daily foraging expedi­ 
t o r the early vegetables have to suffer, 
and tho garden beds as well as the tender 
plants are apt to be tom up, for they some­ 
how have a penchant for directing their 
destructive cuorgies to the tidiest and 
most attractive beds and choicest plats iii 
the garden aud 
the bright bejewelled 
heads aud spangled plumage of tire intrud­ 
ers lose somewhat of their beauty and at­ 
tractiveness when discovered wallowing in 
your bcd of early cucumbers, squashes or 
rn ions, and disporting their nimble toes 
and bill* in the favorite beds of succulent 
greens. Y eti! in justice to tho garden the 
poultry are shut up in their small quarters 
now, they alin. st pine away and beg their 
freedom of you until human nature can 
hardly deny thorn longer. It resolves itself 
then into a question either of confinement 
of the poultry or de. tructron of the garden, 
and tire f inner alternative is generally 
chosen. 
Thou comes tho problem as to 
what sort of leod eau ho furnished them to 
approximate their outdoor bill of fare, for 
something like that so ins nee ssary to keep 
them in good condition and more contented 
in tho enforced confinement to which they 
are subjected. 
While it is not likely that any dietary 
system could be found to take the place of 
that picked up by fowls >mining at large, 
yet we think from our own e -perience that 
a \ cry good substitute can bo given. In the 
first mace a variety of tire staple lced-grain 
should be afforded- 
For breakfast, well- 
scalded c rrimeal, mixed sometimes with 
oatmeal, barley meal or wheat bran, about 
one part of either of tho latter kinds with 
two parts of tho cornmeal, which should 
always be used as a basis, and alternating 
weekly or so with Hie others. A light feed 
should be given at m on, also, for fowls in 
confinement, which may consist of cracked 
ca rn and cracked or whole wheat, about 
equal parts, or wheat screenings; about two 
or throe times aweek some Ii indol vegetable 
dict shou hi bo afforded, as chopped p tate. s 
(tire small ones will do), chopped cabbage, 
onions, grass and clover, or any other sub­ 
stance from tire garden that is relished by 
them. But such articles should bo chopped 
up well so they can be readily swallowed, 
and seasoned with a l ttle salt and l opper, 
or an occasional handful of ground g.ngor 
or fenugreek, which are good stimulants 
and tend to keep the flock in fine plumage 
and condition. 
Dried and ground beef 
scraps I also mix in tire vegetable muss, 
and have found the desiccated dried fish 
scraps very ex col lout, supplying phosphorus 
and other needed elements for the system, 
and to ass st iii egg production. It is well 
to havo a box of oyster shells and some 
ground hone within roach, and if access is 
not had to tho gravelly ground, some small 
stones should bo provided. 
We havo thus hinted at a system of feed­ 
ing and care by which wo claim fowls may 
be kept in confinement during tire laying 
and breeding Bl ason and yet kept in good 
condition, made to lay well and produce 
eggs of excellent fertility. Of com ae it is 
not exoooted that everything mentioned 
should be done and provided, but a general 
course of procedure has been laid down 
t hat will be successful. And thus with tho 
poultry doing well in confinement, aud tire 
garden growing and prospering, under tho 
genial influence of sunshine and shower, 
unmolested by tho depredating feet of the 
spoilor, tho happy villager and his contented 
Hock can await with pleasure the incoming 
of the garden products whose abundance 
will woli repay fire care and attention given 
them.—[Ohio Farmer.

Thoro are several reasons strongly In 
favor of thinning fruit on overloaded trees 
while it is young. Take tire apple crop, for 
example, lf all grow it will be crowded 
and small, and tho increased number of 
seeds produced exhaust the trees. Thin­ 
ning will lessen the labor of gathering 
when ripe. It is milch easier to swoop off 
the young fruit while small than to hand­ 
pick all when grown. It will bo less labor 
to remove IOO small, imperfect and knotty 
specimens rapidly by hand than, during 
their early stage of growth and to leave the 
fine and promising specimens tiian to pick 
tho whole 200 when they are ripe, and then 
to be compelled to sort the whole after 
thoy 
are 
gathered 
in 
order 
to 
re­ 
ject the bad. When trees are overloaded 
in numbers the num ber of bushels is 
not greater than after half have been 
thinned and the remainder have grown to 
double size. Last ye ar the experiment was 
tried on two heavily loaded pracli trees. 
Three-fourths of the crop was taken off 
from one early in summer, so that none 
were nearer than four or five inches of 
each other. These grew so much larger 
than the crowded ones that they posi­ 
tively gavo a larger measurement in tire 
baskets. A still gi eater gam wa3 in tire 
superior Favor 
and excellence 
of the 
peaches. K. Moody. Lockport. S. Y.. an ex­ 
tensive and successful fruit grower, stated 
some years ago that by freely thinning his 
poaches he still maintained a quantity as 
great in measurement as tho uuthinned 
ones, while their line siz,e and superior ex­ 
cellence brought triple price in the market. 
The thinned peaches sold freely for 81.60, 
w iii lo other unthinned kinds sold heavily 
at 50cents. A. 8. Dyckman. South Haven, 
Mich., when in the trench-raising business 
sold one year his thinned peaches, w hen 
tire price for that year was high, at $2.60 a 
basket, when the unthinned brought only 
81.25. The following was the course of 
thinning adopted by Mr. Dyckman in his 
extensive orchard: 
A part of the work was effected by prim 
ing as it was needed. Tire remainder was 
performed by the early removal of speci­ 
mens wherever nearer than six inches of 
each oilier. The spaces were made as evenl 
and unite rn as practicable. Due brancL 
was finished ut a time, w o.king from tho 
centro of the tree. The saving of labor at 
tire lim o of gathering the ripe poaches and 
tho tim e requited for assorting could hardly 
be appreciated by one who lied not made 
the trial.

Rapid evolution of the silo has eliminated 
some of tho th lories winch attached to tire 
practice of storing uncured watery fodder 
for winter feod. 
Constructing expensive 
pits of masonry and weighting with Urns of 
rock or sand is a thing o/ the past, and it is 
found that hashing by costly machinery is 
not at all necessary, if even desirable. Evi­ 
dence en tin se three points bas appeared 
repeatedly, ami more is now given by A. and 
H. E. Cook of Denmark, N. Y., who report, 
through “H' aril s Dairyman,” concerning a 
plan which they have tested for five years: 
We did not v, Db to a, end a large amount 
in an e i i riment, hence we concluded to 
buiid as cheaply as possible. We procured 
the ne -os.ai'y rough hemlock, half of it one 
neb end h ilt two inches thick. One bent 
in our Lam was sot apart and girts put in 
aln ut four feet apart. Tire boards were 
first nai cd on perpendicularly, after which 
it wasp auk* t over. br< aking, pints to make 
it ss t gilt as possible. The hot tom was iwu- 
inch planks laid in sam! 
This is. in few 
words, a descrit tion of our Kilo; very sim­ 
ply aud easily constructed. the v.oik can be 
done i»y ordinary .farm hands. Now a* to 
tire result; We never have lost or thrown 
awav any of tire fodder; the top, tire sides, 
the hoi tom, ad has been eagerly devoured 
by our • attle. As a guarantee of out* faith 
in coin silage and I ii is m aum rof cmntruct- 
ipga silo, would say that we shall erect 
new buildings tiiis season, and increase tho 
capacity of our silo to 250 tons. What was 
to us an experiment has nowcome to bo ac­ 
cepted as tho mos approved method of con­ 
struct rig a silo, in bret many, if they choose 
to build of concrete, should board up the 
inside, as tire corn will ba much better pre­ 
served.” 
Tire (odder is nut in whole, instead of be- 
ing cut in 
rnftil pieces; this reduces ex­ 
p o se "very much,” and, moreover, ensures 
sweeter ensilage, aud no trouble with 
mould.’' 
“Our corn is cut and bound in bundlos of 
convenient size to handle without forks. 
When ready to unload, we place the fodder 
perfectly straight in tiors across the silo, 
mid for tho purpose of pressing closely we 
arrange to place every other tier with its 
tops on tho butts of the preceding tier. We 
generally have a man tread it down when 
put into tho silo. As to tire posdble disad­ 
vantage of being hoavy to handle, we reply 
that our experience has strewn us nodffi- 
culty in handling it iii libs manner. Tho 
heat to which it is exposed in thesiio makes 
the corn very much more pliable than when 
ent rely green, or when it is first placed in 
thesiio. For the samo reason there is rel- 
dom any stalk so large that cattle will not 
cat it after its exposure to the heat ol tho 
s lo. We wo ght very light—just enough to 
protect the top.” 
As a further step toward simplification, 
the Mirror month us an instance of stacking 
“very green” cornstalks in open air; all 
kept in good condition except the outer foot 
of exposed sui taco. W hether or not tire 
whole sdage system is Iiv successive easy 
stages to bo finally crowded out remains to 
bo seen.

S ellin g Fertility. 
In a ton of timothy hay there are 30 
pounds of nitrogen, worth $4.80; 40 pounds 
of potash, wort)* $2, and 14 pounds of phos­ 
phoric acid, worth $1.12; total value in one 
ton of hay in these elements. $7.02. This 
$7.92 is what this ton of hay would be 
worth to tire fat rn for manure, provided it 
should become necessary to buy commercial 
fertilizers, as bouedust, superphosphate, 
etc., to keep up tire fertility of tho farm. 
If tho farm er sold $500 worth of buy at 
$12.60 per tvu—40 tons—ho would Ball in 


nitrogon, potash and phosphoric acid that 
whioh he could not get b (Ok for less than 
$916; $500worth of clover hay, at $lOper 
ton, would remove the B irne elements to 
the value of $366; *500 worth of corn, 
$180; $500 of whoat, ut *1 per bushel. 
$125:1500 of wool, $50; $600 of milk and 
butter. $38; $600 of fruits, much less than 
either; $600 of cotton and tobacco, more 
than anc two of the others. Now. could 
we 
fold 
this 
hay 
and 
grain 
on 
the farm rn the production of milk and but­ 
ter and wool anil meat, and got enough in 
the products to pay foe tho hay and gram, 
we would retain Between 85 and 90 nor 
cent, of these fertilizing elements on the 
farm, as only about IO per cent. of these 
elements arc appropriated by the animals. 
So that if we pastured sheep in tho summer 
and fed tho hay in winter, aud sold wool 
and mutton to the value of $600, we would 
remove from the farm only $50 worth of 
these essential fertilizing elements, and tho 
tendency to impoverishment of soil would 
be very little. We would tend to impover­ 
ishment of land roven times faster by sell­ 
ing $500 worth of clover hay, six times 
faster by selling timothy, three and one- 
halt times by soiling corn, two and one- 
fiaif times by selling wheat, and.estim ating 
roughly, more than ten times by selling 
tobacco and cotton, and only three-fourths 
times as fast by selling milk and butter, 
and even less by selling fruits. 


Saving 8m a!l Grain 8eed . 
The wheat and oat harvest is at hand, and 
the saving of seed for fall sowing is a m at­ 
ter that deserves careful attention. One of 
tire principal drawbacks to tho production 
of good crops is tire use of seed of poor qual­ 
ity. It is a bad habit with some farmers to 
lay aside seed indiscriminately from tho 
threshings of the general crop, acting upon 
tho assumption that all that is necessary rn 
seed is merely its power to sprout and grow. 
Such is not tire case, however. Reason, ob­ 
servation and tho experience of tho hest 
farmers tire country over prove that grain 
intended for seed should ho fulIv d e ieloped 
and weljrit>ened, and that after it is gath­ 
ered it should be carefully handled. Acc rd- 
ingly, it should not be cut until tho grains are 
good and rice. According.y. it should not ne 
stacked with tho common mass intended 
for fording. and allowed to heat. The heat­ 
ing and sweating through which a stack or 
barnful of unthreshed grain will pass is in- 
injurious to the germinating power and' Igor; 
of tho grains. It is often the cause of un­ 
accountable bad stands and of feeble 
growth. Even where tire germ has suffi­ 
cient strength left to make a start, it has 
that of astonied pig, and never acquires 
the vigor it should have, and which no 
amount of manure an i good culture can 
supply. 
Tire pruner things to do in tire 
matter are: E rst. to select seed from the 
best portions of tho crop: second, lo seo 
that it is well ripened before it is harvested; 
third, to carefully air anil un ii rather than 
stack it; tourth. to thresh and w nnow it as 
oon as possible after it is cut; tilth, to sun 
it well immediately after it is threshed; 
and, lastly, to put it away Lorn mo stere 
arid rais by storing in boxes, barrels or l ags, 
giving it occasional attention until time to 
sow it in tire fall. ll pro. orlv cared for, 
weevils are not apt to attack it between 
haiTost ami seeding time. 
If they do. 
which is possible in some climates, a good 
•mining is lire Heat remedy. Good seed is 
tire beginning in goo I farming, and tho 
most porfec development and good care 
are lire important cons .derat orts. Many 
farmers cut tire r wheat and oats before 
they are gooff ripe, tire object boing to pre­ 
vent loss by shatter!: st out it tho field and 
in handling, aud to avoid st um and rain 
which may come in a few days. This is 
Fgh enough so far as it concerns th* bread 
for the tabu; aud tho feed for the horre, but 
when it comes to Bred for sowing tho >oo 
early Irervosieil w ll note!" so well. Tho 
gra ns will be shrivelled, and, of course, the 
germ is not poifoeti/ devote od; neither is 
t ie nutrim ent of tire surrounding parts of 
tire grain which constitute its support in 
tho beginning of growth. 


W hat Farm ers Should Know. 
After trying all tho remedies we could 
read, hear or think of, to no purpose, I dis­ 
covered accidentally that by boing in tho 
patch a short tim e after sunrise I could 
arouse them, and by quickly clapping tire 
hands together (giving them a slight rub, 
as the bugs avo let fall, to ensure their 
death) comd kill great numbers of them at 
once, just as they wore r.sing in clouds 
lr rn the hill. Bv tire tim e the patch had 
been gone over once. those that eluded you 
v. iii have settled again. It pays to go over 
them tho second tune, even for a few, as it 
gives 
tire 
plants 
that 
much 
the 
start; then 
hoe 
them well, loosening 
tho 
soil between tire plants with the 
fingers, if need be. Repeat tho operation 
for several mornmg*. also the hoeing, and 
in four or five days lire p ants will havo 
such a start as to practically doty this pest. 
To lie successful ono must bv on baud at 
just the right tim e of mi nting; rf too late, 
and tho sun has warmed tire bugs to full 
11 to, they will be too active; it too early, 
thev cannot bo made to tty; but one can 
occupy him self at hoeing and tend.rig to 
other things near by until tire right stage 
is determined. Thoy are ender to catch 
after a heavy dew than when there has 
I.cen none. After several years’ trial I find 
this plan more effociual ti an any other, 
and less trouble than m ight be supposed. 
If a cow is at pasture, night is tire time 
when she is most inclined to oat, and it is 
better t i turn them out at night aud yard 
during tho nay, with a feed of clovtr or 
oilier soiling crop at n< on. In a darkened 
stable during the day, the cow is free from 
attacks of flies, and will usually lie down, 
contentedly chewing lier cud most of tire 
tin e. It makes some extra la1 mr to tm ow 
out the manure but tire droppings can gen- 
eruliy be saved if duo am milt of bedding is 
used. It is well to I.ave under the straw 
bedding a few inches of muck to ab orb tire 
liquid excrement, winch straw steno will 
no. do. This, til own daily on tho in ap out­ 
side, prevents loss of mum ii a. aud ueforo 
fill tho muck will be quite as valuable, 
through the ammonia it will ai) orb. as any 
part oi tire l eap. If cove* are turned into 
yards at rn .bt it s moire difficult to save 
their dropp ngs. Tho solid txcreincut may 
bo gathered into beaus, but the liquid por­ 
tion is pretty sure to bo test boyoud re­ 
covery. 
One who has tried it states that burning 
scraps of old rubber, rubi er boots- r shoes 
upon a pan of coals that is circulated a l ong 
tho trees of an ort hard will cause all insects 
to depart. This is a w ry s mule means, but 
we should fear that they would return alter 
a little time. Thor laim was chat Bure wa* 
a sort of consistence to the smoko that 
adhered to leaves, blossoms, and aion the 
trunk) of tree*, which, beni r repute ve to 
insects, drives them awav. and a so holds .ti 
virtue for som e time. If in s a a re,bible 
remedy it w ill be convell cut to repel rose- 
bugs during their period of are test njury. 
Ton acres of soiling crop. says Hoard's 
Dairyman, will givo the sumo results as «o 
acres of pasture, aud diir.ng tho hot, dry 
months of August and beginning of Sep­ 
tember. wlren tho pastures are burned up. 
will prove vastly mote satisfactory. One 
man f< r an hour during tire early morning 
Will cut enough for two meals, and the feed­ 
ing to the animals is only a very short cholo. 
Hiram Smith, who keeps nearly IOO cows 
on 200 acres of land, depends very largely 
on soiling. He sows winter rye for early 
feed; when tho rye gets tow woody, Ire then 
changes to clover, then follows millet, suc­ 
ceeded by fodder corn and tire second cut­ 
ting of clover. Ho is a man who figures 
cost very closely, and claims that for mak­ 
ing a pound of i utter ordinary pasture is 
the most costly of any kinus of farm food. 
C. S. Pop*, president of tire Maitre Pomo- 
logical society, said at its last winter m eet­ 
ing that His experience convin ed Ii rn that 
one pound of paris green to lo o gallons of 
water was loo strong. 
C over and other deep-ro 'ted plants bring 
ap nitrogen, phosphates, potash, arui other 
plan! food from the subsoil, and leave them 
near the surface in tho form of vegetable 
matter; a sovero drought does the same 
thing. 
Sheep should never lie allowed to pasture 
on land wnich has been ton dressed with 
manure, or to gia eon land which is liable 
to be overflowed or which contains stagnant 
pools, on account of th * danger of the sheep 
becoming infested with parasitical life. 
A correspi intent in tire Li ndon Agricul­ 
ture' Gazette says thai upon a ration of hay, 
witfi olio gallon of i ran each a day for two 
weeks, two tested coe s gave a yield o" 22 Va 
pounds oi butter. T o sam® cows, with fire 
sama quantity oi oats sub.A tilted for bran, 
produced 29 pounds. 
Si UCO wheat has been so low in price 
farmers are Jess careful to keep it pore than 
th cry used to be. Where rya Obtains a foot­ 
hold on a wheat-proaing .arm it becomes a 
Lad weed, generally increasing nom year 
to year, dcspfie efforts to keep ii out. If 
cleaned out of the scud a heat, if the soreen- 
in ,8 are led to steer;, it gore n tire manure 
heap. and thus spreads .ii that wav. A 
very little care to cut the rye heads out as 
they appear will make a finish of it. This 
grain usucliy h in ts cut a week or lo dave 
iii, advance of wheat, and from its tall 
straw becjurts a conspicuous mark in the 
bifid. 
Cover tho floors of the stalls, ss far na 
they are wet, with.earth or Como other ab­ 
sorbent, aud ole n it out and change it 
every day. It will keep bios from breeding 
there, m ake the stable more healthful and 
add to tire manure pile. 
Every farmer who has a hog to sell is In­ 
terested in having a law to prevent the 
adulteration of lard. If tho cotton-seed oil 
now sold us pure leaf lard wore driven out 
of the m arket or sold uuder its true colors 
the price of pork would at once go up sev­ 
eral notches. 
To protect molon vines from hugs get thin 
muslin and cut it lo m etes square; stick 
four stakes near the plants ana spread tire 
muslin over them, and cor er tho edges and 
corners with earth. 
This is cheaper aud 
easier than making boxos to tack the mus­ 
lin on. 
A root cellar ought to be found on every 
farm where stock ii kept. In side hills it 
can be constructed at small expense; and 
on level land, whore there is no danger of 
its being filled wi ji water, the cost will not 
be great. A good root c d arr will do away 


with the common practice of storing vege­ 
tables in the cellar, and the danger of sick­ 
ness caused by decaying vegetable*. Every 
farmer who keeps stock ought to raise root 
crops, and every farmer who raise* root 
crops ought to have a root cellar. 
It is Important for the comfort of the cow 
at this season that she bo milked so as to 
divide the day into two parts of 12 hours 
each. It may nut m ate much difference to 
cows when nearly dry, but, in Hush of milk 
on good pasture, carrying the heavy load 
beyond her time becomes a serious burden. 
Some extra heavy milkers it is belter for a 
time to milk three times a day—very early 
in the morning, at noon aud at sundown, or 
about eight hours apart. 
A cow milked 
thus needs heavy feeding, or she will grow 
poor. 
Go over the orchard at least once a month 
and search for tire borers, or they will bore 
in too far toibe reached. Remove tho earth 
from each tree and examine tire trunk care­ 
fully. The borer may be known by the 
exudations of the tree where it enters, and 
also by the “chips” it throws out. 
There are two things a farmer can never 
have enough of: One is feed, the other is 
manure. 
Feed obviously makes manure, 
for it enables the farmer to keep more cat­ 
tle, and some can always be purchased 
cheaply In the fall or winter, and m ake a 
good profit on the feeding. 
Soiling or siloing becomes popular largely 
iu proportion to tire increased value of tire 
land. The saving re in keeping more stock 
to the acre, and keeping it in better per­ 
forming condition. and the extra cost is in 
tho labor involved in waiting on the ani­ 
mate. 
Tomato plants m aybe laid slanting, and a 
part of the stem lightly coverer! with soil. 
in this position the underside of the stem 
will soon root, and the whole plant, being 
near or above tho surface, will make vigor­ 
ous growth, it is a common mistake with 
h ug stemmed tomato plants to dig deep 
bores for the roots, in which the lower or 
first set of roots rot off from the coldness of 
the soil in which thoy ar© placed.

When lie handed it to 
ma his face assumed that half-laughing’ 
ha f crying 'ook that marks supreme em­ 
barrassment, aud fie explained he was ra­ 
ther doubtful as to spelling and punctua- 
t on. 
His doubts wore well founded. 
It 
wasn’t a vorv rapturous letter, it referred 
to her beautiful eyes, and informed her 
he had I,eon a far better man 
sinco 
he 
had 
met 
her. 
I straightened it 
cut 
for him, and 
he 
swore 
me 
to 
secrecy five times before he left. 
Ile 
came on tire same errand three times a 
week for several weeks, and tire letters 
grew in intensity. But one night I sat next 
to him and his young girl at W allack’s. He 
was in lull dress, and looked at me with the 
supercilious air of an employer. But lie 
never came back after that to have his let­ 
ters written. I suppose he thought I was 
finding out too much.”

W a shington, D. C., -Tune 23.—R ecent 
despatches from th is city to T h e G lo b e 
have intim ated frauds of th e m ost con­ 
tem ptible 
and sw indling n atu re in th e 
custom houso at New York. AU these were 
of interest to sugar im porters, inasm u ch as 
th e frauds are alleged to have been prac­ 
tised in th e sugar appraiser’s store at New 
York. 
The investigations of rem ovals a t th e cus­ 
tom house by th e H ale com m ittee were 
m ade, it was urged, for political reasons; 
and no doubt they were. B ut th e rem ovals 
them selves w ere nob 
T hese changes were 
a necessity. 
T he m en rem oved, together 
w ith about a dozen others whose heads are 
safe only so long as th a t old-tim e h air re 
m ains in one piece, wore practising alleged 
frauds upon tile governm ent, and wore dis­ 
covered at. th eir w ork by the authorities. 
Tho E vening Post of New York tore its 
h air w ith rage and indignation w hen those 
rem ovals w ere m ade, and it w as quite 
n atural th a t Bourbon leaders, I ike Mr. Halo, 
should strive to m ake the civil service re­ 
form ers distrustful of tho President aud his 
adm inistration. 
T h at the Halo com m ittee heard b u t one 
Bide of the story is show n by tho revelations 
now being m ade concerning frauds in the 
sugar tests, by w hich m erchants in Bos­ 
ton and other cities w ere placed a t a disad­ 
vantage, as com pared w ith those of New 
York, owing to the fact th a t the test at New 
Y ork was from one degree to th ree di grees, 
and was, in one Instance, four degrees more 
th an th a t applied to tho sam e k ind of 
sugars received at oth er ports. 
As scon as th e T reasury D epartm ent was 
convinced.investigations w ere com m enced, 
as should have been done. T he govern­ 
m en t w as being defrauded of a m illion dol- 
la rs a y e a r, and th is great leak dem anded 
im m ediate plugging un. Yet irom th e very 
m om ent Secretary F airchild and Judge 
M aynard oegan th eir inquiries into the af­ 
fairs in tho appraisers’ departm ent, they 
w ere m et w ith tho strongest k 'n d of an tag ­ 
onism from m en in the public service. 
E very ellort was m ade to hide th e inform a­ 
tion w hich should have been gran ted at 
once. All this can show but one thing, th a t 
these m en ive re anxious to hide th e frauds 
w hich are now know n to have existed. 
T he governm ent prom ised protection to 
any one who would give evidence, and 
yet they could g et no one to talk . Final y, 
when th e special agents of th e Treasury 
D epartm ent had seem ed sufficient inform a­ 
tion, certain rem ovals w ere oriteied to bo 
made, and in th is th ero c a n n o tb e th e slight­ 
est doubt th a t th e secretary was actuated 
only by a desire to im prove th e service. 
P o litic s H a d N o th in g to Mo W ith I t. 
T h at th e rem oval of Dr. Scherer—whoso 
party predilections, by the way, w ere not 
know n to th e secretary or Mr. M aynard u n ­ 
til he was placed upon tho stand—was in tho 
Interest of tho governm ent is show n by his 
adm ission th a t errors against im porters dis­ 
covered on a re-test w ere corrected, w here­ 
as errors against tho treasury discovered in 
the sam e way w ere allow ed to stand. And 
w h at w as show n to be tru e in Scherer’s case 
w ill be found equally tru e w hen applied to 
th e others who were rem oved or who are 
now aw aiting rem oval, th a t is to say. that. 
they were either grossly indifferent to the 
interests of th e governm ent or had some 
strong personal reason for pursuing the 
course th e# did. 
Mr. H ale is in danger of discovering th at 
h e has throw n out a missile w hich will 
prove a boom erang. 
Boom erangs 
have 
existed before, and they will 
a tte r Mr. 
H ale has joined his fathers. For political 
reasons lie heard b u t one side of th e ques­ 
tion in the alleged sugar frauds. The news­ 
papers will proceed to give th e o th er s de. 
And this particu lar m issile prom ises to be 
m ore th an ordinarily disastrous iii tile par­ 
ticu lar party to w hich it will speedily re- 
turn. 
It m ay be in terestin g to know now the 
existence of th e frauds cam e to tho atten ­ 
tion of the departm ent.

in reply t o a circular letter containing vari­ 
ous questions on the subject of unporf du­ 
ties, addressed to him by Secretary Man­ 
ning, ho replied to the question on th e topic 
of sugar duty as follows:

the official c< nduot of the em ployes of the 
appraisers’ office at this port (New York.) 
W illiam A. Jones, a deputy collector at 
th e port of New York, wrote Secretary 
M anning on Oct. 5 ,1885: “Some years ago 
Abundant evidence was furnished th e de­ 
partin' u t to prove th at cert tin sugar im por­ 
ters were not paying full duty upon goods 
of this character, by reason of fraudulent 
w eights, and I th in k in some instances, as 
w as shown, by g etting th eir goods entered 
ut a lower classification than they should 
have borne.” . . . 
In this n ay the attention of Hie T reasury 
D epartm ent \\ as called lo th e frauds iii 
sugar inspection and entering at the ports 
of New York and Philadelphia. 
T h e Ifitaek L ist. 
An investigation was com m enced and has 
been followed up carefully, and as a result 
m ost startlin g announcem ents are prom ­ 
ised. Masses of evidence, tons of it almost, 
have been taken by the special agents of 
th e Treasury D epartm ent, and data enough 
to hopelessly convict tit m en in th e New 
Y ork Custom House is tho outcom e. 
Six 
of these have been placed upon the black 
list, au d the others are trem bling in their 
Shoes.

T here is not now a possible doubt of the 
tru th of the assertion of ti o frauds in the 
N ew York Custom House, which w ere born 
u nder tho Republican adm inistration, and 
have come to a d eath under the Demo- 
K 
atic, 
Under th ree secretaries of the 
easury they flourished, the governm ent 
w as defrauded of over 81,(100,000 a year, 
hut w ith the advent of the D em ocratic 
parte in power and tho cerning of Score, 
tories M anning and Fairchild, the frauds 
m et th eir death. 
T his will prove a terrible blow to tho 
g reat sugar trust, and pave the w ay for th e 
exterm ination of oilier trusts w hich have 
sprung into life under its influence. 
T he careful investigations w hich 
have 
been m ade under the instructions of Secre­ 
taries M aynard and F airchild have placed 
th e T ieasury D epartm ent here til W ashing­ 
ton in possession of th e true aud inner facts 
in t he case. 
A ssum ing first th at Boston m erchants paid 
paid higher on their im portations of sugar 
from outside m arkets than did th eir emu- 
petit ors in P hiladelphia arid New York, a 
cause therefor m ust have existed, else 
it would not have been noticed. And tho 
fact th a t the Boston m erchants did pay 
highi r rati 8 has Hover been disputed. 
T herefore a cause did exist. 
In ascertaining this cause, and in Arriving 
a t its true nature, an im m ense am ount of 
w ork has been done. 
T h e G lobe bas m its special despatches 
from W ashington previously slightly out­ 
lined th e nature ut tim great bugar lrauds 
\v inch wert) investigated and ret orted upon 
by Special Agent T. A. Byrne, whoso report 
th e secretary of th e treasury has, it is 
learned, s atod, w as the m ost com prehen­ 
sive and co m pute presentation of fa d s 
ever laid before th e T reasury D epartm ent. 
V ain efforts have been m ade to ascertain 
from th e investigating officer any of the 
I acts contained in his report. Bur. portions 
of his work havo leaked through a hole 
know n to 
some where and are becom ing 
som e of those who happened to st lid near 
the hole when t Ii© news dripped through. 
Bo W ashington official circles are learning 
of the approaching clim ax. 
T he secretary ut tho treasury, therofoie. 
acting upon the findings ol Special Agent 
Byrne, caused thioe separate and distinct 
iiivt stigations to be m ade by other treasury 
officers. All of th em only confirm ed tho 
findings previously noted. 
Secretary Fairchild prom ulgated an order 
w inch contained a list of th e nam es of mon 
connected w ith th e sugar-appraising lorce 
in th e New York Chatom House, and com ­ 
m anding their rem oval. Inasm uch as cus­ 
tom s m atters come w ithin tile jurisdiction 
of Assistant Secretary M aynard, the latter 
official forw arded to tho appraiser at the 
port of New York tho list of nam es, w ith the 
request th a t the officers nam ed be rem oved 
a t once. 
Opposition to tho carrying out of these 
instructions im m edia,cly followed, and tho 
appraiser a t the p. rt ot New York unfor­ 
tu n ately becam e the cham pion of the in­ 
terdicted officials. As a result, but a m at­ 
ter of half a dozen of the m en condem ned 
w ere removed. B ut th is does in t indicate 
th a t tho heads of th e other m en nam ed in 
th e docum ent will not fall, and very soon, 
too, for it is believed th a t Secretary F air­ 
child proposes t »purify the custom s service 
at Now York. And this applies especially 
to th a t departm ent of the big lortilieation 
in w hich the sugars of two cont Hents are 
handled.

W hen th e sub-com m ittee of th e Senate 
held its recent BOSS-on in New Y'ovk and 
sugar m atters were touched upon, one tact 
w as brougin prom inently to the surface, 
n am ely : T hat a sugar bn-leer nam ed Jam es 
lim t, a brother of the naval officer of the 
port of New York, was m ixed up iii some 
way w ith the alleged frauds m sugar. How 
tru e th is statem ent m ay be the secretary of 
tho treasury alone is alee to show. 
Senator B lackburn, the Dem ocratic m em ­ 
ber ot the H ale com m ittee, asserted pub­ 
licly th a t Appraiser McMullen of th e New 
Y ork service had guilty knowledge of the 
sugar frauds, 
This statem ent was m ade in 
the W ashington despatches to T h e G lo b e , 
n o t long since. 
N aturally enough, the 
question has arisen : If the senator from 
k en tu ck y spoke from actual knowledge, 
and there is no doubt but th a t he did, and 
if tho Treasury d ep artm ent is aw are of the 
fact, a n d .n o doubt it is, why should the 
appraiser be retained in Hie service? 
M r. M c M u llen to Me lie ! ir e d . 
T he answ er to thisquestion is th a t it ap­ 
pears th e treasury departm ent has in its 
possession grounds am ply w arranting his 
retention in office, b u t th a t in a very short 
tim e Mr. McMullen will bo retired to pri­ 
vate citizenship. 
W hile the 
report of 
Special Officer Byrne called for th e re­ 
m oval of no less th an lit of Hie Olin ors in 
th e appraiser's store in the New Yo;k cus­ 
tom house, it is learned th a t the subse­ 
quent reports m ade by Spe iat Agents Holo- 
liau and M ontgomery asked for the rem oval 
of lo of the ut previously nam ed. 
Tlie departm ent has becom e satisfied as 
lo th e existence of frauds in th e sugar 
handling in New York. 
Tho m ethods of carrying out these fraudu­ 
len t practices are exceedingly varied and 
unique. 
T i n y have grown in operation 
since 1870. 
Therefore they com e to the 
present adm inistration purely as a legacy. 
The attention of Secretaries .Sherman Mc- 
Culloeh and Folger, as their annual reports 
w ill show upon exam ination, was repeat­ 
edly called to frauds iii sugar appraising in 
th e custom s departm ent of New York, but 
for some unknow n reason all investigations 
m ade by treasury officers and a -rents i rov< d 
practically futile and never resulted in any 
purification or noise. 
The archives of th e Treasury D epartm ent 
here in W ashington show that 
certain 
sugar sam plers and exam iners had been 
m ixed up in crooked work, and th a t half a 
dozen or more were rem oved: th a t certain 
sugar brokers, exercising un w arrantable in­ 
fluence at the appraiser’s store and upon 
th e sui,ar docks in N fw York, plied their 
calling, which was none other than th a t of 
effecting under classifications of 
their 
sugars. 
Upon 
Jpon reference to th e official com m uni­ 
cations ot H oward 
W. 
Gill. previously 
spoken of, m ade to th e Treasury D epart­ 
m en t in 1885. one will see th at w ater was 
used by the dishonest, sam p’ers to influence 
th e testing of sugars, and this,ton,purely in 
tho interests of th e im porters. Your cor­ 
respondent learns th a t this unlaw ful and 
pernicious system has prevailed for years 
at New York. This sam e ap ertio n holds 
good in relation to th e sugar testing a t the 
port of Philadelphia. 
These m ethods havo a t last been discov­ 
ered, at an expense to Hie governm ent of a 
f 
ood m any thousand doll ais, and Secretary 
’airchild proposes to remove from the cus­ 
tom s service every officer who lias been, 
eith er directly or indirectly, < unneeded with 
th issu g a r m anipulation in tho interests of 
tile im porters and to tho loss of the govern­ 
m ent. 
Collector M alone of New York is cordially 
co-operating wiih th • secretary, and th e offi­ 
cial rescript, w hich is shortly to be subm it­ 
ted to the chief appraiser of due to ms 
a t New York, will conia n th at which will 
prove th e official d eath w arrant of tlioso 
sugar officials who at present bask in confi­ 
d en t security. 
The departm ent has tho 
nam e of every dishonest m an on its offi­ 
cial list, w ith d ata enough to w arran t his 
rem oval. 
It is ascertained th a t tho loss on duties to 
the governm ent, resulting from frauds in 
lim sugar appraising at the ports of New 
York and Philadelphia, exceed #1,000,000 
annually. 
\Vben. in 1885, th e attention of Collector 
S altonstall was brought to the com plaints 
of tho Boston sugar m erchants, he offered

to accom pany representatives of the home 
trade to W ashington, and w ith them lay the 
m atter before the secretary, who was then 
Daniel Manning. The local importers, how- 


and the w riter believes th a t they did secure

No 
sooner had Dr. S cherer become a private 
cit i ■'en than be mined bands w ith Jam es 
Burt, the great N tw York, sugar broker, 
representing tho sugar tru st iii the up- 
pra s rn’ s ure Sn Now York, and together 
they journeyed to Bouton, w here they pro­ 
ceeded at once to p u t into operation a re­ 
bate scheme. which hail for its ob cot tho 
re urn of duties alleged to have been un­ 
law fully collected from tho Boston m er­ 
chants. by m eans of nil alleged erroneous 
valuation of a certain quartz plate, which is 
used in Boston for tho adjustm ent of the 
polaris ’opes.

Black sufficing for th e ones who took the 
prom inent parts. 
Tile gam e began m odestly, w ith 50c jack­ 
pots. »5 lim it, but a few gam es of ‘his were 
enough, apii to m ake tho play m ore interest­ 
ing two "jokers” w ere nut in. 
To th e 
uninitiated, it m ay be necessary to state 
th at the “joker” iii poker w ill ‘ nil” in with 
anything, just as in euchre it will take any­ 
thing. One joker is oifen usiu, but the 
cases n which the second one is intr* duccd 
mo v el y rare. At boe and $6 11 m it a person

Jones esteem s him self tho best sevon-nn 
placer iii tho city, and im m ediately ac­ 
cepted tho proposition. 
Black is also a 
cham pion seven ut) player in quiet W est 
Lull circles, and agreed to help bis friend 
out of the bole. 
W ithdraw ing to a side 
table, four gam es w ire played—for $100, 
9150, 8200 and $300—each of w hich Black 
won. squaring 
Sm ith on his side bets, 
though both Sm ith and Jones w ere still be­ 
hind on straight pi ker. 
R e jo in in g tile l*oker C ircle, 
all engaged in th a t gam e again, Brown, 
then a heavy loner, offering Jones 850 th a t 
lie w ould draw the highest heart in the first 
five d ealt out. Jones again won, and con­ 
tinued to w in until he had $1000 of B row n’s 
m oney.

have voted continuously Democratic but 
for the disfranchisement in 1804.

THE NICKNAMES OF CANDIDATES. 


The enthusiasm which greets any refer­ 
ence) to the “Old Roman” aud Im red ban­ 
danna is an evidence of the power of a pop­ 
ular nickname to arouso tho people. A can­ 
didate to whom some characteristic phase 
can be thus applied has generally had a 
good chance of success, for men catch at 
such a phrase, even though, as in many 
cases, it may have been given him origin­ 
ally in derision by his enemies. The great 


N a p o l e o n said that nicknames were not 
to be despised, and was pleased at the 
affectionate way in which his soldiers spoke 
of him as the "Little Corporal.” 
Tho presidential election of 1828 first 
showed the power of a good soubriquet. 


A n d r e w J a c k s o n , tho successful candi­ 
date, was called "Old Hickory,” either be­ 
cause of his tough qualities or because he 
had fed his soldiers on hickory nuts during 
one of his campaigns against the Indians, 
and his friends jp c d this name so persist­ 
ently to exciW nis followers that it became 
an important feature in the contest 
"Old” and "little” are two of the most 
common prefixes to the titles given to popu­ 
lar idols. 
M a r t i n V a n B u r e n , Old Hick 
ory’s successor, was called “The Little Ma­ 
gician” by his friends, a name that his 
enemies, who dubbed him “Whiskey V a n ,” 
tried to turn into ridicule by sneering at 
him as "The Sweet Little Follow.” But at 
tho next election the people yelled them­ 
selves hoarse for “Old Tip,” while the 
sneers at H a r r i s o n ’s humble origin gave 
rise to his titles of “Log Cabin” and "Hard 
Cider.” The alliteiative refrain of “Tip- 
peoanoo and T y l e r too,” and the short, 
sharp crispness of 
Van, V an, 
Is a used up man, 
did much towards the election of General 


H a r r is o n , and showed th at the blood oi 
the American people was. after all, not so 
sluggish that it conld not be stirred to its 
depths by a taking song. 


S o m e of P o l k ’s a d m ir e r s c a lle d h im 
"Young Hickory,” hoping in vain lo excite 
the s a m e fooling which Old Hickory had 
c a lle d fo rth , for he came very near being 
beaten by the immense enthusiasm which 
the Whigs b a d awakened for their chief. 
H en ry C lay, by the skilful use of bis 
soubriquets, “The Gallant Harry of tho 
West,” "The Young Commoner,” and "The 
Mill-Boy of tho Slashes.” 
General T a y l o r w a s familiarly known 


as "Old Z a c h ” and "Old Buena Vista.” but 
the masses liked best bis ti I Ie of "Rough 
and Ready.” In the next campaign General 


S c o t t ’s adherents shouted for "Old Chapah 
tepec,” a nickname which w a s too long to 
be really effective. The same objection ap­ 
plied to "The Pathfinder,” General F r e ­ 


m o n t ’s title, which also lacked tho stirring 
ring so necessary to a popular name. but 


“ F r e m o n t and J e s s i e " proved a good. 
motto to move his supporters. 
In the lust campaign before the war "old” 
and "little” were applied to two of the can­ 
didates, L in c o l n being known as "Holi st 
Old Abe,’’ and "the 
Railsplitter,” 
and 
S tep h en A. D o u g l a s as "The Little Giant.” 
Four years later Old Abe, with the new 
title of "Father A b r a h a m ,” was opposed by 
"Little Mac,” while even the vice presiden­ 
tial candidates were nicknamed, J o h n s o n 
being known as "The Tennessee Tailor,” 
and his opponent, P e n d l e t o n , as "Gentle­ 
man G e o r g e .” 
Fur m a n y years after this no especial 
nickname was bestowed on any of tbs can­ 


d id a te s . 
T il d e n was sometimes called 
"The Graystone Sage,” bvt it was not till 
1884, w h e n B l a in e and L o g a n came to the 
front as the “Plained Knight” and "Black 
Jack.” that tho candidates bad really 
popular titles. 
For the present tam pa gn, 
however, the short, pithy expression of 
"The Old Roman.” with tho emblem of the 
sad L anuanna, is likely to w ove as eff ective 
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CHART n. 


In this impressive sense thoy aro national. 
At no other time, and in no other way, are 
the whole people convened to project plans 
for their common welfare. 
The political 
feature is only the powerful incident that 
imparts to the gathering its larger and 
more comprehensive meaning. Any other 
motive of equal depth and extent would 
answer as well or better. 
The national convention in its existing 
stage may fairly be credited w ith the pos­ 
session of far grouter promise and potency 
For, in tho first place, it brings together in 
close communion mon from the most dis­ 
tant quarters of the Union, and of the most 
diverse views and interests. In the cruci­ 
ble of tho convention, each being vested 
with a similar responsibility, opposing sen­ 
timents are melted down, the estrange­ 
ments bredof prejudice suddenly disappear, 
and a firmer geographical unity results 
fiom the cement of fraternal feeling. If 
party spirit accomplishes, though uncon­ 
sciously, no more than this, it sufficiently 
vindicates its right to the dominion which 
an increasing number in bptli parties are 
inclined to dispute. 
The reason for its 
existence thus becomes better established. 
lf wo regard tho national convention as 
doing a great deal more than merely 
advancing the temporary fame of individ­ 
uals and strengthening the hold of party 
organizations, we shall bestow upon it a 
juster and more appreciative estim ate than 
it now receives from the cursory judgment 
that is stimulated by party contention. 
We have just witnessed the quadrennial 
repetition of this great douole gathering of 
our voting population, 
which 
consti­ 
tutes 
tho roal 
and 
only sovereignty 
of the country. 
However we may be 
impressed with tho proceedings of either, 
or however satisfied with its result, it is 
not in our power to successfully deny that, 
taken together, they were substantially tho 
people, far and near, assembled for the pur­ 
pose of discussing the national condition 
and welfare, and of devising and pursuing 
measures to promote its highest permanent 
prosperity. This distinct purpose may have 
been, and unquestionably was, clouded and 
confused by the heat of partisan enthusi­ 
asm, but it was none the less borne on in 
the heady current of personal and local 
preferences. None the less even, were the 
occasion less worthy than it was, did these 
conventions strike the deep chord of na­ 
tional feeling, and express the personality 
of the national life. Compared with the 
old method of naming the chief executive 
from the halls of Congress, whose impro­ 
priety is perfectly obvious, tho national 
delegate convention is the completest politi­ 
cal device of the first century of our history.

In tho chart we were compelled to confine 
ourselves to hut two parties and have taken 
tho votes for L in c o l n and D o u g l a s as rep­ 
resenting the relations of the parties at tho 
time. 
This year every indication points to a full 
voto, and about 11,000,000 votes will be 
cast in November. 
Tho popular vote in 1884 as cast for four 
candidates was 10,046.188. 


THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 
W hat was experimentally substituted for 
a congressional nomination to the presi­ 
dency and vice presidency by the 
two 
political parties of tho country has ex­ 
panded to tile dimensions and assumed the 
character of an institution. The national 
convention lias gradually attained an im 
pOrtanco that almost gives it rank with the 
national Legislature. It has just bcAn giving 
a uuplex illustration of itself at St. Louis 
and Chicago, and closed the doors of its 
spacious conference hall for another term 
of four years. Representative in its com­ 
position as a proposing body, like tho Con­ 
gress afior which it is fashioned, it collects 
as Congress can not, the latest sentim ent of 
tim whole country in its party divisions 
fuses it in an expression of uniformity, em 
bodies it in a candidate, and presents the re­ 
sult to the people direct for their solicited 
approval. Simple as tho process appears, it 
is the only genuine and real expression of 
tho popular sentiment of the country in its 
political divisions that we have or ever 
have had. 
Although the national convention derives 
no part of its recognized authority from 
law, its doings are watched and waited for 
by the law-making power with just as in 
tense interest as if it did. The great re­ 
ligious bodies of the country, when assoin 
biod in convention, do not m ake up any 
thing like a national representation. The 
industrial and labor conventions come much 
nearer to it, and so do tho commercial con 
ventions 
which 
draw their sustenance 
through So many and such ramified chan­ 
nels, reaching to the very seat of the 
national life. The great conventions of the 
political halves into which the people are 
divided are strictly representative of the 
sovereignty of the country itself, which 
i consists ut all times of its voting population.

W a s h in g t o n , Juno 2 4 .—Secretary of the 
Treasury Fairchild was asked to night by 
T h e G l o b e correspondent if tho govern­ 
ment will be able to buy any more bonds? 
"That is a question you can answer as 
well as I can. The money is hero and Hie 
people have the bonds. If they want to ex­ 
change their money for bonds they will do 
so, but it is impossible to tell the extent of 
the opeiaUons," was the reply. 
“Generally speaking then, von consider 
the business outlook satisfactory?” 
"Quite so. and I tnink that the affairs of 
the country are in a good condition, and 
that there is not likely to bo any change 
for some time to come to cause any serious 
financial difficulty,” 
Comptroller Trenholm said that the con­ 
dition of tho banks appears to bo very satis­ 
factory, and reports from tho examiners 
bear out this assertion. 
"How about their connection with real 
estate speculations, which excited consid­ 
erable comment a year ago?” was asked. 
"For over 12 months now I have wrought 
and prayed an i sat up nights with the back 
officials in endeavoring to prevent them 
fr rn locking up their capital in re a1 estate, 
which although Bufo enough in some re­ 
spects are not tho assets a bank should havo. 
Al v efforts have been generally successful, 
and I believe now th at there are very few 
banks that are in any sensu dangerously in­ 
volved. Here and there may, perhaps, be 
found occasional instances, hut tney are 
sporadic. Not long ago! had to close up a 
bank in Madison, Dak., because it had be­ 
come so heavily involved in teal estate 
speculations, but there have not been many 
cases of that kind.”

"How is it,” asked a passenger on a West­ 
ern Pullman car, after having received a 
plate of green turtle soup, "that you can 
make this soup so quickly and yet so pala­ 
table? I see no conveniences on this train 
for cooking and preparing green turtle.” 
"We do not make it on the train,” was 
the answer. "It is all prepared for us by a 
French chef in New York, who also makes 
for us mock turtle, oxtail, consomme, to- 
matto, julienne printanier, m utton broth, 
vegetable, beef, French bouillon, 
p< a, 
chicken or mulligatawny, any one of which 
I can supply you here hot on the train at a 
few m inutes’ notice.” 
The passenger obtained the address of the 
chef, and on arm in g in this city paul him 
a visit, accompanied by a representative for 
tile Maitland Express. The Frenchman was 
willing to show the visitors through his 
premises, but declined to give the recipes 
for tho preparation of his soups. A building 
four stories in height is used for tile busi­ 
ness, the upper tioor being the kitchen or 
soiiDinaking room. Hero 20 employes wore 
at work cutting up moat, chickens, vegeta­ 
bles and tunics; preparing tho various 
soups in large kettles, or pouring the savory 
compound into cans of diiferent sizes or 
glass bottles of a peculiar shape. Each ves­ 
sel, after filling, was we ghed. 
The tin cans are made on tho third floor 
of tho building from bright tin plates, 
which are cut up and shaped by machinery. 
Tho kitchen where th© soups were made 
was, on the day of the unexpected visit, a 
model of cleanliness, as was also every ves­ 
sel used in tho preparation of tho delica­ 
cies. After the cans are lilied tiiey are. 
while til© contents are still hot, herm eti­ 
cally sealed by machinery at the rate of 
5000 a day. These caus vary in size from 
one 
plato 
of soup 
to 
enough for a 
party of half a dozen. After sealing, the 
cans 
are 
sent 
to tile varnishing and 
labelling rooms. 
About a dozen 
more 
employes are engaged in this work, winch, 
although done bv hand, is nearly as rapidly 
performed as the sealing. The cans are 
then ready for packing in cases to bo sent 
to tho different railroads, which work is 
done on tiio second story. 
The nronrietor said that when about 20 
months ago he undertook the preparation 
of soups so that they could be readily used 
at a distance, he had only one small room 
for the work and four assistants, including 
his son. two girls and a boy. But the busi­ 
ness had so increased that he now employed 
nearly 50 persons and yet could hardly 
keep ahead of his orders, as the fancy 
grocers were now desirous of adding his 
preparations to their lists of time-saving 
delicacies. __________________ ’ 


Th e Strength of the British Army.

The preliminary return of the British 
army, prepared in anticipation of the gen­ 
eral annual return for 1887, shows that tile 
average effective strength of tho regular 
army was last year 209,574, of which 1304 
wi re household cavalry, 18,054 cavalry of 
the line. 3898 royal horse artillery, 30,836 
royal artillery, 6508 royal engineers, 6859 
foot guards, 134,893 infantry of tho line, 
24 76 colonial corps. 2902 commissariat 
and transport, 683 ordnance store, and 
2610 
medical 
staff. 
The 
average 
strength of the army was larger last 
year than it has been since 1868, and 
on 
aud 
over 
6000 
more 
than 
in 
1836, which had tho largest average up to 
that time. Tho recruits for long service 
during the year numbered 1643, and for 
short service 29,682. Of the recruits who 
joined during the year, 1038 wore under 17 
years of ace, 2648 andor 19, 6307 under 20; 
toe total over 20 wcs 11,179. Tho number 
of recruits was less by about 8ooo than in 
each of tho years 1885 and 1886, and also 
jess than in the two previous years; hut, 
with these except oils. larger than any 
year since 1868. The first cl ss army re­ 
serve on tho 1st of January this year num ­ 
bered 52.000, tho second class 5300, the 
total reserve and auxiliary forces, includ­ 
ing 228.038 volunteers enrolled, numbered 
415,784. being 48,826 less than tho estab­ 
lishments.

N ew York, Juno 24,—Bill Nye has the 
following in today’s World: 
If a quiet, unobtrusive gentleman, who is 
perfectly willing to sit Mill for half a day 
and let i thor peooie do the talking, would 
hang around the corridors of tile general 
post office and remember what he hears he 
could write quite a piece about it for the 
Panora. 
Having been a postmaster myself. I natu­ 
rally hover around tile general delivery vet, 
and love tho flavor of a postage stamp as 
we I as I ever did. The stolen glance at a 
postal card addressed to some ono else 
still sends a thrill the entire length of my 
spine, and to be able to make change with 
ono baml. jerk a cancelling stamp with the 
other, and at the same time converso witli 
a glorious being through tho windotmvhile 
drawing a salary, I regard as a nlnitime of 
success up winch any American btw rnay 
not be ashamed to perspire. I cnflFeas'iv 
recall the time when Horace Greeley and 
the postmasters w ho canvassed for his pa­ 
per had practically fenced in tho United 
Mates, anti at th at time I would no mer • 
have dared to offend a postmaster than I 
would now go up to Colonel lngersoll and 
arouse his jealousy by criticising his works 
w hilo heartily praising the work of God. 
The New York post office is a large, dig­ 
nified building, situated right where the 
roads fork, b tug the place where you turn 
off lo the light from the main travelled 
road in orth r to get to the bridge. It is 
used partly for a post office and partly for a 
court house, so that one cml of the building 
practically pays the expenses of tho other 
end. 
A self--uppcrting tost office and 
court house here, where competition is hot 
and rents high, would naturally show that 
times avo good and moimv plenty. 
Mail comes he re from all foreign countries 
and Uuropo also. It is d stribnt d at once, 
cmd one is permitted to mail a letter at any 
time. day or night. It’s wonderful. In tad 
buildings now there is an arrangement by 
which one may shoot his letters into a run­ 
way or flume, and they will be carried into 
a United States mail box on the ground 
floor, whore a t rust worthy young m an illa 
speckled stray/ helm et conies 
A nd F ills Ills V alise 
with them, after which ho carries them 
away to the post office and personally uses 
his influence with the postmaster to have 
them sent away by the early train. 
I stood near tho mail box at tho bottom of 
the Chitto in the Standard Oil building tho 
other day, aud, though I remained thoro 
only IO or 15 m inut s, I counted -IO letters 
ns they were laid, 0110 by one, hot from the 
cackling typewriters above, and all no 
doubt reeking with tho bloody and start­ 
ling statement, coming like a peel of thun­ 
der from an unpeeled sky: ’’Dear Sir— 
You esteemed favor of iho —th ins!, (or ult. 
or prox.) is before me. in reply would say,” 
etc. There’s just about as much use n this 
opening as there would bo in stating that 
“We tag© our pen in band,” or in opening 
a prayer by reading the m inutes of the 
previous meeting. 
I hate to speak of the appointments made 
from time to time in the New York Post 
Office, for I know that I shall arouse some 
hostility, as I intend to speak plainly. From 
w hat I can learn they are not conducive to 
the best interests of tho community. This 
is a pretty scv- re thing to say. hut it is time 
that tho people and the President ann tile 
postmaster general knew about it. Harsh 
critics will claim that Isay tb s because I 
want tile post ollico hero myself, bitt such is 
not tlio case. I have been surfeited with 
official position. 
Tho sight of u public 
office, regarded as a public trust, makes 
mo ill.

lrom 7.50 o’clock in the morning till 
IO o’clock at night as Postmaster Pear­ 
son is, when I can frolic around over th© 
freen sward all day with Red Shirt, and

and Brainfag, and all those other foreign 
tragedians, even ai a high salary. 
So I ain not speaking from s. llish motives 
when I say 1 hat til© appoint ments referred 
to are not what we taxpayers of New York 
could wish. I < an imagine the h ole of pain 
and deep anguish wit I cli will pass over the 
President’s chubby face this morning as lie 
asks His wife to please pass tile molasses 
and at the same time runs his eye thought­ 
fully down this column to see if I am still 
friendly. 
I know that it will cause pain in bosoms 
th at have been heietofore painless. But 
what am I here for? lf i close inv eyes to 
these tilings, people will stop the paper and 
say. ‘‘Away with such an Archimedian 
lever as that I” They will then say, 
“ Tunli t” am i G a A w ay. 
I was standing in the lower main corridor 
of tho genoial postoffice, on Friday last, 
between tho ruailing-hole for letters going 
to Peekaboo. Ari., and the main pillar 
which supports the southwest horner of tho 
rn ney-order department, when a young 
woman, who m ust lie a resident of our town, 
though I had never sci n lier before to mv 
knowledge, came in and looked <'Ut upon Hie 
surging throng which was at that time in 
tho act of surging to and fro on Hie bu-y 
street. She was not over 50 years old, but I 
fancied she bad been away from homo a 
great deal, and was in fact, no doubt, so at 
the time. Her hair was speckled here and 
there with silver, ad save a bright now 
g ro w th of flair which was held in place by 
hair pins and seemed to grow rankest on 
1 he off side. As I looked at hor tho thought 
came to me: "She is alone iii a great city. 
Her parents may have been wrenched from 
her.

ft hen I asked hun how I coaid best intercept 


the letter, and be told me to go to room 14, 
second floor, general post office, and there 
I would obtain it by paying two cents. 
I went to room 14 and met. a scholarly- 
looking man. who said the letter had not 
yet arrived.

When room 14 opened up for the day I 
inquired ai out the letter addressed ‘ Trasch, 
Artist,” but they had not yet received it.es 
these letters had togo through a compot! 
tiveexam inationor-om ethingof that kind: 
but finally I was told that if I would leave 
ray address aud a stamp it would he for­ 
warded to me. I then left my card aru a 
tvvo-cont stamp which I bad amassed dur­ 
ing the early part of tim w inter and wont 
away. As the letter had to bo forwarded 
only across the street to 32 Park row I 
thought 
T h a t T w o C e n t s 
was pretty high, but T said nothing. 
I also wrote a careful description of the 
letter and its meagre address, hove a sigh 
and departed. Two weeks went by. but tho 
letter did not come. I went over to room 
14 again, after stating to my family that I 
might not ho heme for a few days. Room 
14 said thai very likely tho letter Had gone 
on to the dead letter office, huiyvould cer­ 
tainly bo returned to me, hut I said it would 
not be :ause there was not tho s ratch 
of a pen inside lo tell woo sent it.

However. I wrote a courteous letter, as fol­ 
lows.

G en tlem en : P&raon im1 if I have erred 
in tiius addressing you, for this is the first 
time I have ever written' to you. and my 
compendium do. s not give ti 10 fi rm of a 
letter addressed to a Dead Letter Office by 
a person in a perfect state of health. 
W ithout wishing to intrude ntyself or my 
all airs into the midst of Hie sincere sorrow 
which must naturally soak into a Head Let­ 
ter office, I write to say that a sealed en­ 
velope, unstamped and bearing only tho 
legend “Ti ascii, Artis .” was thought essly 
mailed by me a few wi eke ago, and i ain 
told by Hie New York office that if I write 
you at once it may be resuscitated. Should 
you open the envelope you will find 
a few excerpts from newspapers stat­ 
ing thai I ain genial and urbane: also 
that I am an abler man than I lo k. These 
excerpts ate practically of little value te a 
dead letter cilice, and I enclose the neces­ 
sary postage to return same t > me. Should 
there lie other expenses attached to this 
m atter I will take pleasure in calling at 
vour crypt when J am attending the regular 
cabinet m eeting at Washington next week 
and settle same. Yours truly, E. W. N ye. 
A few weeks afterwards I received a per­ 
sonal and ct nlidential postal card, mostly 
printed in which I was told Hint my appli- 
cation had been received and filed with a 
red number on it. and th at as soon as any­ 
thing further occurred which a: coted tho 
m atter I would bo info rmed. Last week 
T h o W oad H o tte r O ffice 
took pen in hand to state that a letter bear­ 
ing the general ear-marks ol mine had been 
overtaken 
by tho office sleuth hound, 
opened and rend with interest, al ter which 
it v\ a*destroyed. .So one can see that when 
tho dead letter office gets its co d clutches 
on a letter it cannot be recalled by outside 
means. Unless it contains some sort of ad­ 
dress inside, you can go there personally to 
the very door of the mausoleum and beg 
and pray and make the perspiration stand 
out on the brow of your faith for weeks, but 
it will not accomplish anything. 
The New York Post Office is well con­ 
ducted, and hardly a day passes that ii is 
not sweet out by careful hands. It is well 
situated for business purposes and so located 
that it catches most of tiro transient trade. 
A good many b,iud! V addressed and si uptttly 
written letters get to their dastination in­ 
stead of Hie potters field at Wash mg ton 
owing to the keen insight of a mind reader 
in tins office, who somehow hr ngs order 
out of chaos and makes an address out of a 
very poor assortment of pyrotechnics. I 
v\ ould give a few of those, but this letter is 
already too long. 
Tile dead letter office is, after nil, a great 
boon, though it does not 
return sonio 
things which reach it. A man in Saginaw, 
Mich., mailed a pair of dress-shields bv mis­ 
take which lie had bought fur his wife, amt 
though that was two yours come duly, they 
have never been returned. Another man 
in Nashville, Tenn., erroneously 
M a ile d a P o ro u s P la ste r 
which vvcs almost as good as new, and 
though he has threatened to go down thoro 
to W ashington and identify it, and expose 
tho whole system of the dead letter ollico 
till he got his property back, nothing as yet 
has been done about it. 
Ten years ago. even, there wore 3,000,000 
letteis sent to the dead letter cinct-, in ono 
year of which 68,000 had no county or 
State. 400,000 lathed stamps and 3000 
posted without any address at all. Ninety- 
two thousand d d lats in cash and over 
83.000.0oo in drafts were contained in thoso 
letteis. 
It appears that right straight 
thr-t ugh every letter sent to the dean letter 
office contains on an average $1, so mine 
really fell below the average. 
Queer things happen to letters even when 
they do not go to washington. A Wyom­ 
ing postmaster used to claim that circular 
letters, unsealed, if not called for within a 
day or two, were good things to use in start­ 
ing the lire. 
Iii. therefore, k pt a co;U- 
hod near the general delivery.vvhich consti­ 
tuted a little private dead-lett r office for 
his own special use. One day ilia children 
were playing tag wit It each other inside tho 
post office a; id cancelling each other’s noses 
with the M. O. B. st imp. when suddenly 
they decided to investigate the coal lied in 
search of advertising cards. In each of

shoving

ina-s of letters together for cancellation. 
Tho children ha t torn tlie-e two tetters 
open and were playing Fourth of duly and 
Rally Round the Flag.

( heck and a 8000 draft when Ute old gen- 
tl titan looked up. Justice compels me to 
say, however, that he spanked the children 
soundly for his carelessness and ret used to 
let them have fun with his dead letter office 
after tiiat.

Reflections Inspired by the 
Convention. 


CcHcral Fremont’s Appearance Makes 
“Cath” Beiniaiscent 


Remarkable Career of the Man Who 


Opened the Road to Fortunes. 


Cittcaoo, June 20.—While sitting in the 
great convention of Chicago I fill up the 
pauses by jotting down these linos. 
Iii the first t lace I am sweating, so that I 
wonder what I just paid tor that bottle of 
cia:et for, since it must low bo all out of 
me. A bottle can sweat arui retain its con­ 
tents, but man sweats to need ti Oro con­ 
tents. Henco pursuit and possession are 
postulates. 
Just before I came in I passed Judge 
Grt sit am on the street going to Iii ) court. 
fie bowed to mo. or rather laughed in a 
purely Western neighborly way. How cruel 
these popular sovereigns are, to hold tho 
presidency over a m an’s head for a week 
and let him inhale of it. and then when ho 
is saturated with tho subject to say, “Well, 
you need not ho disturbed in your avoca­ 
tion.” It rank* s me recollect Garfield s jest 
on old Congressman Williams of Pittsburg, 
who wanted to attain tho sublime honor of 
boing a manager ut! President Johnson’s im­ 
peachment trial, and not being altogether 
welcome among the managers, he accused 
them of “keeping the word of promise to 
tho ear and breaking it to tho boite.” 
How this presidency effects even a smart 
worldly m an! They say Depew grew quito 
boyish in tho presence of Ute mere louder 
of the Now York delegation vote. 
But 
Depew‘s father sailed a sloop, and Cleve­ 
land has given away 40,000 offices in throes 
years. Think of the power to make a whole 
family connection happy with a $2500 
olfice. Or of the powor to marry a parcel 
of obscure girls to foreign 
counts by 
presenting pater familia* w ith a mission! 
There was Augustus of Battcnhurg offered 
Hie Bulgarian throne, and it disturbed all 
Europe, and made Victoria Regina sit un 
all night to guy the m atter on: for her 
child was married to a Battcnhurg, and 
Tho Good Queen of T ennyson, 
“beloved, revered,” much desired to 9 ch e r 
son-in-law’s cousin spending tho revenues 
and distributing the offices of Bulgaria, 
Dough it lied hardly the population of the 
middle Amel icon States. No wonder a sloop- 
nmster’s boy married to a chemist’s daugh­ 
ter would like to bo more than imperial 
over 00,000.000 people. A congressman’s 
seal is still a neighborhood’s wonder, and 
millions of Aliter.cans never saw one of 
their presidents; so that Htose who did mo 
visited in old age by wondering college i>oys 
and gush inn graild-nopheW9.E veil the Bibles 
a rt'wi it ten abou ruers, .Sauk Belshazzar, 
Pharaoh and sn forth. Tho presidency is 
a much pleater m atter at this moment 
than Hie lives of tho king ; and queen- of 
Eiigiaud. Tho tombs 
ihey hare given 
Lincoln. Grant and Garfield ere evidences 
of tin- par valu ■ of dead prcsid, u h , Ii iviug 
c st near $200,000 apii ce, which is equal to 
the < ost of nearly all tho royal tombs iii 
We t truster Abhor. 
More 
statues 
of 
Lincoln are in America limn of Elizabeth 
in England, or of any rulers lint Victoria 
and A ii air!. The ar o rn of Hie queen ami 
tit© bride of the 1 resident stand quit. equal 
to each other in tho forum of fash I ii. It will 
take a good deal of diDion acy soon to keep 
tiio standard of he cd it ary rulers higher 
than tho, e of elected rulers. It was Dante >’0, 
president ol Venice, who ’ed all tho ciusa- 
ders, royal and otherwise, aud took and 
sacked Constantinople. By the way. among 
the great \ enotian families I see Ute uatno 
of Morrison, the same as tiiat of the New 
York broker. 
This auditorium is a fine, vast affair. It 
almost looks too big for any practical pur­ 
pose except oratorios and president m ak­ 
ings. No doubt win n it was decorated its 
firmament-like character will he letdown, 
but the upper gallery resembles th height 
of that om* win re David walked. The gal­ 
lery undo/ that looks like a friezo or cornice 
Covered by File* 
w ithout relief. The gallery below looks 
like a hillside in the North of England cov­ 
ered with people on Smida.\ s. Tlie coming 
down of the fourth parterre at tho bottom, 
which fiows into two side galleries and fills 
them like a pair of mill-races lrom a big 
foaming dam. is like a liigh-crested wave 
which bas struck the top of a g ’otto and 
thence flows back into daylight, The gloat 
virtue of the ball is its unobstructedness. 
Nothing whatever Do dstn e root up in tho 
vicinity of thoso galleries; no trusses are to 
be seen except across tho middle of tile vast 
pit, whore four sinai! steel baboon trusses, 
starting high up. clear the space so as to Jay 
open all within an angle of UU from the 
Stage. 
See how the fans go! Tho Chinese were 
the true forerunners of Hie Americans. 
Tlioy knew how to fan the face, but we fan 
Hie wheat. Hie air, the furnace in toe en­ 
gine. and see 40OO fans at work, nearly ad 
Chilli se and all white. And jo t we want to 
keep out Chinese cheap labor! 
I wonder if the colon zotion society will 
ever lie revived to displace tho cie ap black 
labor that we have iii the interest or higher 
wages. The Jews did not remain in Spain 
long after Hie Moors had been expelled, and 
both ol them arc said to bo superior to tit© 
race which remained. 
W inn General Esc Biont came before tho 
convention. I reflected upon the youthful­ 
ness of sumo of us who arc called deans and 
seniors by the younger! mgs. Fremont was 
nominated lor president when I was 15 
years old; now I am in my 48th year aud 
still I see Fremont com)' out on tho plat­ 
form wiih a goal skin, considerable pair 
left and not much of the appearance of 
a Polonia* or a relic. I was so young when 
lie began that I did not even understand 
Hie importance of a Republican convention, 
and now that I am but two years less than 
5o, I have seen 
This Sam e Old Curious Character, 
the McClellan of tho Republican party, 
stand beforo mc and address tho last groat 
convention of that groat organization. He 
hardly know what it was to be a Republi­ 
can when he was running for the presi­ 
dency. The Northern people were indeed 
excited upon the aggressiveness for slavery, 
and Fremont probably belonged to that 
cass of Southerners who saw in Hie North­ 
ern ferment very high political possibilities. 
It was not hard for a man to ho ail aboli­ 
tionist oven in the .South, ah o had an im­ 
patient nature and was strong iii tile in­ 
stincts ot ti e Declaration of Independence. 
Nor should it have been hard tor an officer 
of tho army who was of direct French ex­ 
traction to lollow Hie incentive of the 
French revolution in favor of universal 
liberty. Yet Hie method by which Fremont 
became the Republican nominee was so 
eccentric as to cause the inference that ho 
was tho a.ient in a large family ambition. 
He was the son-in-law of Colonel Thomas 
H. Benton, than whom no more ambitious 
man ever lived in the United States. Ben­ 
ton originated in Tennessee, where he be­ 
held Andrew Jackson become the favorite. 
Jackson had corno either from North Caro­ 
lina or South Carolina, but so near tho lino 
tiiat he did not know himself where lie Wits 
bom, aud his misfortunes were aggravated 
by tile convention fool coming to tile front 
and swearing bo was bom iii Ireland and 
therefore not eligible to tho presidency. 
But, the popularity of Andrew Jackson had 
become terrific after 1814. Tile miserable 
results of tho War against England were 
only relieved by sumo naval com cats aud 
by tho buttle of New Orb ans. There was 
a sentiment throughout Hie land among 
what had boon tho Republicans or Jeffer­ 
sonians that 
T hey Had Been D isgraced. 
It was this sentiment whicn elected Mon­ 
roe president about 1810, though he was 
opposed secretly or semi-sccrotly by both 
Jefferson and Madison, neither of whom 
could light wortli a cent. Monroe had been 
Madison’s Secretary of State when the cap­ 
ital at Washington was burned. He threw 
upon tho administration tho obloquy of 
such a performance, 
lie found it con­ 
venient 
to charge 
the 
secretary 
of 
war, who 
was a Northern 
man, John 
Armstrong, with 
the consequences .of 
Ross’ 
expedition 
on 
Washington. 
So 
Monroe, after he became president, contin­ 
ually posed as the military man of tho 
party, instead of Madison and Jefferson, the 
non combatants of the same party. But 
there was a greater soldier than Monroe 
lying hack in Hie affections of the people. 
and they kent him out, of the presidency 
by controlling the political caucus ut the 
capital. At last, when Jackson’s popularity 
forced the elections into Congress, John 
Quincy Adams, instead of the soldier of 
Now 
Orleans 
became 
the beneficiary 
of 
tho 
combination. 
This 
only 
pent 
up the lightning, for in four years more 
Jackson ha i become the president by tho 
invention oi tile same political conventions 
which it is said come directly from the peo­ 
ple, though, in point of fact,, they are not 
much nearer the people than a congress­ 
man. 
If you examine American political 
history you will finn that Hie successive 
revolutions are made by toe candidates who 
are kept back by official combinations, 
J off or son was kept back for twelve years. 


but at last "begot there just tho same,” as 
the song says. Nobody kept Ma lison back, 
for he was always about half a length for­ 
ward of Dis merits. 
They kept Monroe 
bat h, however, for eight years, and he 
easily trium phed at last and was unani­ 
mously re-elected. 
T h e y K e p t G e n e r a l « fack # o n B a c k 
from 1814, when ho fought the battle of 
New Orleans, to 1828. when he was elected. 
a period of about 14 years, which was a 
longer time to wait for the presidency than 
Blaine lins waited. Blaine had no expecta­ 
tions of the presidency until 1378, ami this 
convention has happened in 1888, a m atter 
of 12 years tuny, ta the meantime lie has 
been cute nominated. 
Fremont os he alo si forth in his black 
coat, very white hair, and delicate skin, a 
union of South Carolina and modern French 
temperaments, was a strange instance of 
how nature protects the bods of passage. 
Thoro was never anything great about hun, 
and jet in was groat in tho time it ■ ran for 
the presidency, and is now great in the 
healthy aud mature age at winch he ad­ 
dresses 
a 
convention 
of 
those who. 
when bo was running, though, lie v a t 
tho 
young cagte 
of 
the 
world. 
This 
poor, 
almost insignificant m at'. 
who 
is great 
only 
in 
ri m a scence, 
has

it in his wandering

THE COLORS OF THE PLANETS. 


T h ey P re se n t D iffere n t T in ts to D if­ 
fe re n t E yes. 
[Jean Tngelow, In Good Words ] 
This m atter of color is one of tho greatest 
mysteries of sight. Wo frequently read 
th at in Arabia, Australia and the Cape of 
Good Hope Hie stars are not only much 
brighter than in our misty northern sky, 
but show their different colors with great 
splendor. 
Very few people remark much diffeienco 
even in the colors of planets. “Mars.” says 
Newcomb®, in his “Popular Astronomy,” 
"is easily recognized when near its opposi­ 
tion by its lio/y-red color.” I b a sso o n 
Mars, of course, all my life, but my eyes de­ 
cline to bud it fiery-red. It is to mc veliow. 
and only a little more so titan some of tiio 
stars. ’Iho silvery rad unco of Venus is 
proverbial, yei if its rays incline ut all to 
one of the primary colors it may bo 
said 
th at 
tin y 
are 
fa nt.y 
tinged 
with 
blue. 
People 
differ 
much 
es 
to the order of fixed stars. I never heard 
any one deuy that Lyra was white, but I 
have met with those who declared that 
Aldebaran was not a tine r d star; not red 
at alt, and. :n short, that in tiio whole 
heavens there was to their eyes no differ­ 
ence between the color of one star and 
another, 
R. ading over the last two sentences to an 
observer of the stars, ho :-aid: “I consider 
Venus rather a warm-colored star, slightly 
yellow, Tile bluish tint you speak of better 
describes Lyra.” We then spoke of Sirius. 
"Sirius is about the same tint as Venus,’' he 
continued, “also rather a warm-colored 
star.” To my eyes Sirius burns with a 
splendid white light.

ESCAPE FROM THE SOUTE 


Extracts from tile Diary of 
Major Davis. 


Tramp of 300 Miles with Bare Feet 


Over Frozen Ground. 


Kindly Care of the Colored Men and the 


Many Bisks of Capture. 


The s t o r y of Captain Dim ick told In T h e 
P rsDAY Globe of .Tune 3 relating some of 
his adventures w hile m aking his way to 
Y ankee land after bavin# escaped from 
Columbia. S. C„ told only a part of a large 
num ber of som ewhat sim ilar ana equally 
hazardous experiem-es undergone by others 
who m anaged to m ake their escape on the 
same day, Nor. 4. 1804. 
The best and probably only record of 
those events is a sm all diary kept by M ajor 
Charles G. Mavis, a m em ber of one of th e 
parties which escaped, and a t present clerk 
in the office of Sergeant-at-Arm s Adams, at 
th e State House on Beacon Hill. H e and 
fo u r others, C aptain V. K. H art 
from 
K eokuk, la., of tho N ineteenth Infantry 
K gulars: L ieutenant W illiam Nelson, now 
of Kansas, a m em ber of th e T hirteenth 
R eg u lars: L ieutenant I bem as B. Dewees of 
Pennsylvania, of the Second United States 
t'a \ airy: Captain C harles S. K endall of th e 
F irst M assachusetts Infantry, left cam p on 
th eir “trip n o rth .” as ho happily term s it in 
bis diary, at about I o'clock p. rn. 
T o e general plan of escape was to m arch 
at night and steep during tho day in as 
secluded p.accs as could be found. W hen 
inarching the “lock step” was m ade use of, 
and this habit becam e so fixed th a t even 
atter arriving at Knoxville these five trav ­ 
ellers would start out together in file. as 
was their custom on the escape. 
“Nov. r. (Saturday),” reads m e first page 
of tin* diary, “ after leaving cam p yesterday 
we travelled about three miles, and con- 
c. alod 
ourselves 
until 
dark. when we 
started on our tou rn ey. Nut being able 
to find any cours-e th at would take us 
to w hore 
we 
wished 
to go, we had 
to 
travel 
in 
th e 
woods. 
We 
had great difficulty iii keeping our course, 
nut with the aid or the compass we had we 
could keep our general direction. 
A fter 
travelling until about I o’clock we con­ 
cluded to sto p , and, finding a suit able plat e 
10 conceal ourselves, we lay down and w ere 
soon asleep. We all awoke about daybreak, 
taring nearly frozen, and concluded to get 
up and walk a m ile or so to get ourselves 
w trill again. 
, 
“ Nov d (Sundav)-YYe left our cam p yes­ 
terday evening a t about dark. Met an Ola 
n eg ro Roiiu after starting. He directed us 
to the m ain road, which we found atter 
a mc difficulty. H ad to get o ut of sight of 
several p rsous v ho I suppose were negroes. 
We travelled very quietly and did not 
a n n e t the attention of di gs or m en. W e 
wont into cam p about ti a. in. H ad in ­ 
tended to trave until daylight, but one of 
the party became tired out (Kendall). We 
bad travelled about 18 miles, gaining lo 
m iles on our course. Now about 114 m iles 
from Columbia,” 
, , 
. 
. 
, 
So the 'ourney continued day by day ana 
the lung m arch uf three hundred m iles 
was gradually shortened. 
Y\ h at would 
have been done if it had not been for 
friendly negroes along the way, who gave 
them lood, cannot be guessed. 
“Nov. 7 (Monday),” the diary rends, "left 
our camp at the usual hour last night. We 
bad gone but a short distance when we m et 
tw o negro women. We stopped i hem , and 
a it r telling them we were Yankees they 
told us they had just m et three other Yankees 
and that they were then going to g e tth e m 
som ething to eat. 
We soon found the 
officers they spoke of, and we rem ained 
w ith them until the nogro women returned, 
bringing them corn bread aud c m . 
We 
m ade arrangem ents w ith one of them to 
Tiring us a supply also, and w aited about 
two hours, but tor sumo reason she did not 
re tu rn —quite a disappointm ent to us as we 
were anxious to get tho provisions, and be- 
sit a-g we Lad lo.-t m uch valuab e tim e. We 
hunted a resting place and retired for the 
balance of the night. 
We awoke before 
sunrise, and finding ourselves in thick woods 
we 
concluded to 
travel 
awhile. 
We 
m arched about 5 mile* aud again w ent into 
cam p. The day has been beautiful, re ­ 
m inding one of Suring. Tho hounds have 
been howling all around tis to d ay : we fear 
th a t we ll be discovered; trem bling in our 
boots. 
"Nov. 8 (Tuesday)—We again started on 
our tram p, night having come on. A fter a 
few hours’ travel through thick under- 
brash and over hills we cam e in sight of a 
11 use. 
and concluded to cam p, as we 
thought it would afford ns a good opportu­ 
nity 
to 
obtain 
some 
rations 
early 
in 
the 
m orning, as 
we 
supposed it 
w as a negro hut. B ut when we cam e 
to reconnoitre th e quarters early th is m om ­ 
m a, we found the house was occup cd by 
w hite folks, so we bundled up and left 
the ie im m ediately. 
It soon com m enced 
to rain, and we concluded it would be safe 
to travel so long as th e rain fell, though it 
was violating our rule by travelling in day­ 
light. Our object was to m eet seine negro 
from whom we could get some rations. 
A bout I J o’clock we m et a negro who prom 
iseil to bring us some bread and potato; s 
a tter dark and directed us to a safe cam ping 
place. We were all quite hungry. 
Our 
breakfast consisted o f one cracker apiece 
a n d a few persimmons. The negro m et us 
according to prom ise and brought us corn­ 
bread and potatoes enough for a hearty sup­ 
per. 
We soon had it devoured and felt like 
new men. 
"Nov. ti (Wednesday)—A fter finishing our 
m e.ii last n ight we were again on our way, 
accom panied by our negro, who had agreed 
to pilot us through the woods a few m iles to 
another 
n cg io s house who 
he 
knew 
was all 
rig h t 
and 
who 
would give 
us 
provisions 
to 
last 
us 
another 
day. 
W e 
found 
him 
very 
glad 
to see us. He had a pan of nice biscuits 
baked for us. W e were here increased in 
num ber by 
another one of our officers 
(lJ mick) who hail escaped th e sam e day we 
had. 
He and his party (two others) had 
I ice ii captured since they left the cam p, b u t 
had again gotten av, av, and in running 
from the guard they became separated. 
T he negro had been secreting him all day, 
so w hen we cam e he joined us. W e soon 
after bivouacked near a sm all creek and 
had a good wash, tho first in about three 
days. 
’.t he notes for Nev. IO close w ith th e sen­ 
tence: “We are out of rations again, and 
xviii have to find a friendly negro to n ight.” 
“Nov. l l (Friday)—.Just before dark last 
n ig h t one of our party reconnoitred our po­ 
sition and found we wore cam ped near a 
large plantation, and not far from afield 
w here five negroes w ere ploughing. One 
craw led near to the fence and attracted the 
attention of one ot them , and th e negro got 
over the lenoe and cam e to him . After 
som e 
little 
talk in g 
he 
profnised 
to 
b ring 
us 
some 
provisions. 
H e 
w ent 
back to his work, and soon an old negro 
cam e over to w here we were and was quite 
triad.to seeps. He said he w-ould do all 
in his t ower for us, and showed us w here 
to m eet him alter dark. 
As soon as it 
w as dusk we w ent to the appointed place, 
w here a negro m et us and took us into a 
b am . We lay there un the hay for about 
an hour, w hen th e old negro cam e aud took 
us to the woods in the rear of his house. 
w here he told us to rem ain and he would 
bring th e eatables out. 
‘ We had n ot long to w ait. W e soon saw 
him coming, eig h t or ten other negroes 
w ait him. I hey brought us cooked sw eet 
potatoes, w heat bread, chickens and chicken 
Soup, sage tea. butt* rm ilk, m olasses—un 
abundance of all. W e had a jolly good 
m eal. ami the darkies were delighted to see 
us eat so heartily. W hen we we e through 
our m eal some of them w ent into the house 
aud brought us another supply of bread, po­ 
tatoes. two chickens nicely cooked and a 
tr od lot of ham . some onions and tobacco. 
Two of them w ent w ith us through th e 
w ioris a short distance, and gave us all th e 
inform ation they could in regard to roads.” 
The diary for this day closes: "T he ne­ 
gro! s have neon our friends so far. I am fast 
o- coming abolitionized. Our lucky star so 
far has been in the ascendancy. 
I hope we 
w ill still continue to be so fo rtu n ate: if so 
w e w ll reach our lines, sure, ‘Slow and 
g u re 'is our m otto.” 
An exception to the fidelity of the negroes 
ii recorded on Nov. is . The diary reads: 
"W e found a negro last night who gave us 
a small ration of bread and potatoes and 
told us to wait and lie would cook us Borne 
bread aud give us some chickens. 
W e 
w aited 
for 
about 
two 
hours 
and 
h e 
did not come back 
and 
one 
of 
th e 
party 
conclud'd 
to 
go 
to 
his 
house,.wtuch will near by aud find out w hat 
w as th e m atter. 
He cid si and cam e back 
mid reported th at the black xcoundrel bad 
gone to sleep and done nothing for us, W e 
thought we had better be getting away from 
b ere, so we left in a burry. About I o’clock 
th is m orning we cam e across a Ho k of 
geese, aud it did not take us long to •onfls- 
cate a couple of them . 
We had a lucky es- 
cape this m orning lrorn being discovered. 
Tw o w hite m en. elderly gentlem en, passed 
w ithin 2 0 steps of us. but did not see us.” 
On Nov. it;, w hen they were going about 
H om a P ath, a negro wom an who was at a 
Buro® saw us and 
called to us. 
We 
stopped and one of our party started towards 
lier, hut she became frightened ai.d would 
u t allow him to approach, W’e started on 
again. “We fear.” continues th e diary, 
‘ th a t she m ay tell of seeing us, and th a t 
it may lead to our capture.” 
They reached 
W ullaballa at about 3 
o'clock in th e m orning and 
tiptoed it 
th rough the town w ith nut being discovered. 
A cold bpelt w rack them iii a Iew nays and it 
was w ith difficulty th a t enough fire could 
he had to keep them w arm . The records 
lur Nov. 22 in the diary read; "Passed a 


m iserable night, W e had a good fire, but 
it was difficult to keep warm , and we, got 
but little sleep. Had a slight snow about 
neon today. W e prospected up and down 
th e river’* bank, and found the only chanco 
of our g ettin g across whs to lord it. It had 
to be done, so about 3 o’clock P. in. m o u n ­ 
dressed and w ent into it. We found it 
about w aist deep and 40 yards wide. It 
m ight have been an am using sight to have 
seen us crossing th a t cold stream w ith 
clothes in one hand and cane in the other, 
h ut it w as a terrible undertaking for us. 
On Hie other side we saw a drove of sheep 
near us, and we had quite a chase after 
them , hoping to get one of them , but they 
were so w Id and the m ountains so steep we 
could not succeed. 
, , 
M a;or Davis recounts w ith no little en th u ­ 
siasm the adventures of Captain D lm ick at 
about th is tim e 
He was very rn neb worn 
out w ith his long tram p, and w hen the 
party started on their next instalm ent to­ 
w ards home Captain Dim ick was in such a 
bad condition th a t he was about ready to 
give up. For davs be hail been tram ping 
w ithout any protection for his feet over 
rough roads and through wooded lands, and 
they’ were ’n such a sore condition th at it 
seem ed alm ost impossible for him to use 
them . So he called the men around him , 
and there they talked the m atter over. If 
they w aited for him to get well, they would 
endanger tho lives of the whole company, 
and it would probably be several days l>e- 
fore lie could get along fast enough to keep 
up w ith them . 
So a "goodby” w as said. ann 
th e five 
soldiers started off again on th eir non hw ard 
trip, leaving Mr. D im ick sitting th ereo n a 
log alone. 
They w ent about 
‘JO m il s 
th a t night, and w ere just about going 
into cam p for the day when they heard 
some one behind them . 
At 
unco they 
jum ped aside 
into 
th e 
woods, 
w ait­ 
ing and 
fearing. B ut th eir 
fear 
was 
turned to Joy w hen they recognized in the 
follower C aptain Dim ick. He had sum ­ 
m oned all Ins pluck and started after t.re 
quin tet w hen he found him self alone, and 
footsore and weary had tram ped the Ho 
miles, hoping th at at the end of each suc­ 
ceeding m ile he xvouid catch up w ith hts 
brethren. A fter th a t experience they all 
prom ised never to leave one another again 
ll it w ent so far as to compel them to take 
one of their num ber on their shoulders 
"Nov. 23 (Wednesday). It was clear and 
freezing cold when we started out last 
night, w e had gone but a short distance 
when we cam e to another stream nearly as 
wide as the one just crossed. It was a dis­ 
couraging sight to us, but to go to Knox­ 
ville It bail to be crossed, and there was 
no alternative left us but to wade it. All 
I eing 
of 
one 
m ind 
it did not take 
us long to g et our clothes oft and to jum p 
into it. We were soon across. It was so 
cold th a t our bi eatli froze toonr m oustaches 
and our canes were covoied w ith ice a 
si cond after our getting out of the w ater. 
We dress d again aud started and w ere soon 
feeling finely. After travelling a few m iles 
fu rth er on we came to another s h r i l l over 
which we constructed a foot l r dge. I was 
unfortunate enough in crossing to fall off 
the Jog aud to get into the w ater nearly to 
my knees. I had to m arch the next tew 
m iles w ith w et feet and m y pants covered 
w ith ice. 
. . , . . , 
"Nov. 25 (Friday). My birthday, 25 years 
old. Fast our r< ad last night, becam e be­ 
wildered ; n a bad to go into cam p after hav­ 
ing travelled only about five miles. Had 
hardly become settled before a m an and 
boy passed w ithin 20 steps of us. 
We have 
bad to rem ain very quiet all day. W e can 
keep warm by w rapping up in our blankets 
ana lying d o e.” 
. 
. „ 
W hen w ithin four days’ m arch of K nox­ 
ville, M ajor Davis w rites: “ We will try 
and m ake it if we have to crawl the dis­ 
tance. 
We are so surrounded by farm s 
th a t we cannot build a fire. Our m ental as 
well as our bodily suffering is intense. Our 
(n eatest trouble now is with our shoes. The 
hard. frozen ground has worn them all 
out. One of the party is entirely barefooted 
and the rest are nearly so. One of m y feet 
is on tho ground and tho other will soon 
be.” 
Arrived at the town of F ranklin, a ham ­ 
let flanked on i ne side by th e m ountains and 
on th e o th er by the river, the travellers pre­ 
pared to steal through as best they could. 
T heir luck was good until they had sur­ 
m ounted a h ill iii the centre of the p ace, 
when a voice, w hich they recognized as 
th at of an old man. cried “H alt!” Q uietly 
they reversed th eir steps, w alking back­ 
wards, as 
the> 
rem arked 
that 
if he 
didn’t, 
w ant 
th em 
to 
go 
through 
the town they would go back, until they 
had passed below the knoll, when they 
laced about and m ade for the mountain--. 
A fter w andering about three days, lost, 
they found a house w here a Mr. G iant 
lived. Mr. G rant him self was not at home, 
as lie had not slept iii the house for m onths, 
for fear of being caught. His wife, how­ 
ever. and a son. who was hom e on a fo' ty- 
eight-hours’ 'furlough, 
were there. 
The 
fam ily treated them very kindly, aud Major 
Davis wrote about it: 
"A happier sot of m en there never was 
I 
th in k it is the happiest day I ever expe­ 
rienced.” 
Tho boy returned from furlough th e next 
day and kindly gained 
the 
w anderers 
through tho m ountains, past the guard th at 
was all about thole, aud put them on a good 
trail for home. 
The diary concludes the trip thus: 
"Dec. 5 (Monday). Happy day. 
Moved 
into the city of K noxville about 11 o’clock. 
Reported to General Carter, provost m ar­ 
shal. and he furnished us quarters in one of 
our bim etals w here we found a num ber of 
officers th a t had escaped the day before, 
and at the same tim e as ourselves.” 
From K noxville on, th e return was m ade 
perfectly com fortable and welcome. Three 
hundred m iles, anxious m iles, had been 
travelled, but the joy of homo caused the 
past to be forgotten. 
The diary for Dec. 8 reads, "Received five 
m onths’ pay,” an a the escape was complete.

scurity of song w riters is .loiin Howard 
Payne, of whom m ore has probably been 
w ritten and printed than of all others com­ 
bined. N evertheless, as m uch th at has ap­ 
peared iii relation to his fam ous song, 
"Home, Sw eet H om e.” lias been i urely 
im aginary, we m ay perhaps be pardoned if 
we introduce here the true story cf the com­ 
position of this far-fam ed melody. 
It was in Italy th a t Payne first heard the 
air for w hich his song was w ritten. As lie 
was strolling one m orning along a quiet 
country road lie was struck by the sweet 
vo ce of a peasant girl who was carrying to 
the city a basket laden w ith flowers and 
fruit. T he plaintive air w hich she trilled 
w ith so m uch sw eetness and sim plicity at 
once caught his lancy. H e accosted lier, 
and after a few m om ents’ conversation 
asked the nam e of the song, which she was 
unable to give. However, using his know l­ 
edge of m usic to good purpose, lie requested 
hor to repeat the air, while ho proceeded to 
w rite down tho notes. Ho soon afterw ards 
composed the words, and w ith the aid of a 
m usician nam ed Bishop wedded them to 
tim Italian air, incorporating the song into 
his opera of "C lari.” which soon gave it a 
world-wide fame. 
It is unnecessary here to rehearse tho sub­ 
sequent history of this song or its author. It 
is sufficient to say th at the song m ade the 
fortune of every one connected w ith it ex­ 
cept I ta compt sor, who not only lost the 
paym ent lie should have had fur tho copy­ 
right, but was not even com plim ented w itn 
a copy of tho m usic by the publisher, who 
m ade over 2000 guineas by tho im m ense 
num ber of copies ho printed and so d. 
The popular im pression th at the author 
of "H om e,Sw eet Hom e.” was w ithout home 
or friends, th a t lie w andered friendless and 
forsaken through the str; ets of loretgn 
cities, hearing his song sung til happy 
homes w hile ho him self was homeless and 
unknow n, 
is 
very 
affecting, but 
has 
little 
foundation 
in 
fact. 
Payne 
ins 
cosm opolitan 
from 
choice, 
and 
had 
m any friends am ong 
the leading 
authois and actors of his day, who loved 
him for his kindness of Heart and It s many 
personal attractions. It is true th a t ire e\- 
lerieuced m ore than hisshare of the peoun- 
misf rtnnes so common to bis profes­ 
sion w hile abroad, but his early lite in 
Am erica was more th an ordinarily Pleasant 
and prosperous.

The only rival to Home. Sweet H em e,’ 
.s8- 0. Foster’s "Old Folks at Home.” As 
a m usical critic I as justly said, had he not 
m ade tho \Ands of the song local by intro 
ducing the Suanee river, it m ight w ed 
have equalled the form er as the homo song 
of the world. 
Stephen Collins Foster was a strange y re­ 
tiring and diffident author, and some of his 
m ost beautiful songs were composed under 
t i l e m ost incongruous conditions. A write r 
x\ ho met him in Now York in 1852 says th at 
his favorite h aunt was in a tumble-down 
grocery near the Bowety. in the little back 
room of which one, a t least, of his famous 
m elodies was w ritten. It was not known to 
which of his songs the w riter referred—it 
mav have been his m ost noted one. “I he 
Old Folks at Home.” or "My Old K entucky 
Homo,” w hich 
W illiam 
Cullen B ryant 
thought w orthy of including in bis “Library 
of Poetry and Song.” 
Ft stet' was a true poet as well as com­ 
poser. and wrote both the words and music 
of all his songs. His m ost artistic compo­ 
sition was th e charm ing serenade, "Come 
where mv love lies dream ing,” which was 
sung at his funeral in Pittsburg. Penn., ;n 
Januarv. 1864. In his power to touch the 
great heart of the people and give pathos 
and charm to th e sim plest them e, lie re­ 
m ains unrivalled am ong Am erican song­ 
writers. 
, 
it is said th a t the m ethods of F rank 
Howard, the successful author of "Only a 
Pansy Blossom,” and other songs, are som e­ 
w hat peculiar, and would astonish m any 
musicians. Mr. Howard is a negro m iiistiel 
by profession. He writes the words of his 
songs him self, and then, w ith the other 
mi inliers of the com pany, proceeds to dium 
out on hotel pianos a suitable air. It some­ 
tim es requires several 
instrum ents and 
changes of scene to produce a taking song. 
which, w hen completed, is w ritten out and 
iried upon th e audience in tile evening, lf 
tho song pleases, it is sent to the publisher 
and put upon the m arket. This is certainly 
an ingenious system of composition, aud 
affords an opportunity of testing one’s 
m usic w hich gives him an advantage over 
oilier song w riters who ate unable to become 
minstrels. 
It would alm ost seem th a t in later years 
the success of a song has been in direct »>ro- 
portion to th e frivolity of its subject. Tho 
composer. D exter .Smith, is m ow n to have 
m ade several attem pts before hitting the 
nublic taste, although he had wr tten ninny 
beautiful verses. Upon one occasion betook 
a copv of a very carefully w ritten composi­ 
tion to his publisher, and that gentlem an 
suggested to him th at he should publish it 
in a !ir-,t-elass m agazine, adm itting frankly 
th at it w as too good for him to m ake avail­ 
able. 
"W hat, then, does the public w ant?” que­ 
ried the astonished author. 
•‘Som ething like this.” was the reply, and 
the publisher read to him several extracts 
from the latest successful ballads. 
Sm ith was disgusted and left the office. 
As in deep reflection he strode along the 
streets of Boston, he heard an untidy pr­ 
elim t rv out to his rn, titer. “Say, m a'am , 
put mo in my little b, d.” There is a sub­ 
ject, thought the song-writer. and on reach­ 
ing home lie proceeded to w rite out w hat 
ho considered the flattest song of which lie 
was capable. H ie result of lite effort, was 
gladly accepted by the publisher, and to tile 
po t's surprise, seemed equally to please the 
public. In short, it was this song which 
first m ade the author fam ous, and th e sale 
of “But Me in My Little Ben” soon reached 
an enorm ous figure. 
Among tho favorite songs of our day are 
some wi tch have originated under pecu­ 
liarly cut ions circum stances. 'Hie lam ilinr 
"Peek-a-Boo.” which has now been worn 
nearly thr. adl are. was, according to its 
auth* r, Mr. Suanlan, an insrm at on ot the 
m om ent, It was suggested by the gam bols 
of some children, who w eie playing around 
door w here he was Hitting idly picking out 
tunes upon an accordion. As the children 
peeped curiously into Ii s door, he began to 
say "Peek-a-ooo,” nodding his head ut the 
sam e tim e. Unconsciously the instrum ent 
played a few notes to suit what ho w a-; say­ 
ing. and the id a of a new melody struck his 
fancy. H e im m ediately wrote off the chorus 
of "Peek-a-Boo” u»ou an envelope, and 
:.dih d a few stanzas afterw ards, touching 
up the song at his leisure. The music came 
spontaneously, aud was far less difficult 
than the fitting of it with appropriate w ords; 
hut as it was by no m eans his first experi­ 
ence. he was no t long in getting it into 
proper shape 
It was certainly a happy inspiration for 
Mr Sear/1 an. Tins melody alone has netted 
him $3u.ooo in royalties, and 3t:ll brings iii 
a com fortable income, as he receives six 
cents on each copy sold,. It ha-, w ith his 
num erous other compositions, m ade him a 
fortune, in striking contrast w ith such 
w riters as pour Stephen Foster aud John 
Howard Payne, whose hest work s rv d 
only to enrich the publishers who were so 
fortunate as to obtain their entire control. 
Probably no Am erican song has a more 
curious history than tile favorite co.h go 
m elody, "It M as My Last Cigar.” 
The 
words were w ritten some 40 years ago by a 
student at Yam College nam ed Condit. and 
banded to Jam es M. H ubbard—now an im 
m u tan t m ail official, but at that tim e pro 
lessor of music at Yale fi r him to set to 
music. T his Mr. H ubbard did at a sing e 
sitting, aud the m anuscript was sent to 
New York fur publication. A cop. right 
was then secured by tiling in the office of 
tile P iooate Court in each county. H ub­ 
bard took a proof-sheet of the song, and 
handed it w ith tho fees to a Mr. Cleve­ 
land. who was clerk iii the office of Probate 
Judge B lackm an.and gave no mom thought, 
to the m atter tor some tim e. The song 
spread from college to college, and after a 
year or tw o the author found th at it waa 
being published all over the country w ith­ 
out eith er credit or pecuniary benefit to 
him self. 
On hastening to claim his royalties, Mr. 
H ubbard was defied, aud told th a t ho had 
no copyright, 
which, 
on 
investigation, 
proved to be the tact. The friend to whom 
the m usic and fees had been given had 
fallen dead the day after the tru st had been 
com m itted to him. Ten years afterw ard 
the ident cal proof-sheet given to Cleve­ 
land was found—still rolled up and covered 
w ith d u s t—throw n up out of sight upon the 
top of a bookcase iu the probate clerk’s 
office in New Haven. 
Over 1,000,000 copies of th e song had 
been sold by one Boston firth alone, who ad­ 
m itted th a t they had m ade th e largest pro­ 


fits Ihey had ever m ade on a single shoet of 
m usic: but neither the author o f the words 
nor of tho m usic ever realized a penny from 
this. the m ost popular college song ever 
w ritten. 
One of th e m olt curiously w ritten of com ­ 
positions is th e celebrated song, "Evangel- 
tne.” bv W ill S. Hays, the prolltic song 
w riter, author of “ Mollie D arling,” "N ora 
O,N eill,” aud some 200 other melodies. 
"E vangeline” is w ithout doubt th e first 
song on record lo b e penned upon a plank 
fence. It w a s one of H ays’ earliest lyrics, 
and was tho result of a frolic, being w ritten 
when he was quite young. 
The n u tte r was one if a party w ho ono 
evening chanced to at tend a social g ath er­ 
ing in a sm all village in K entucky. Among 
the ladies present was one who so strik ­ 
ingly resem bled tho ideal portrait of Long­ 
fellow ’s ‘‘E \ angeline” th a t she was a t once 
giicn th a t nicknam e by the young com ­ 
poser. 
Tho com pany had organized a q u artet and 
had given a large num ber of popular selec­ 
tions during tho evening. It was a bright 
m oonlight night when thev started to re­ 
turn home, and "E vangeline” suggested 
th at they try some new iong. 
"I will w rite you a song.” said Hays, "If 
yi u wril prom ise to sing it lefore we go 
hom e.” 
This was enthusiastically agree I to. It so 
happened th at there was a new w hite plank 
f< nee ju st opposite them a t th a t tim e. 
A 
tire 
had 
recently 
been built near 
by 
and 
a 
num ber of charred slicks 
lay scattered around. Picking up several 
rf 
these 
Hayes w alked over to 
the 
fence and pro ceded 
to w rite the first 
veise of his song on the tot) plank, and the 
n tex for the ouartet of toffies on th e four 
planks beneath. As all could read m usic, 
they -food hack a short distance aud bad 
no difficulty iii singing it. 
The girls insisted on having a chorus, and 
tho author went to the end of tile fence 
and thoro wrote out the chorus. The pai ty 
sung it ovi r ana over, and a t last w ent 
ho ne w ith it on their lips. 
Tho f iii w n g d ay Mr. Hays was requested 
by "E vangeline” to wi le out a copy on 
pi per, but ne laughingly told her th a t she 
could g" down to the fem e and copy it off. 
The young lady took him at hi-, word, and 
though it was ruining bald. she started out, 
and ietu rn o J w ith tho w olds and m usic 
com plete, 
To rew ard lier Hays then added another 
verse, and soon alter th e (adv returned to 
lier hom e in St. Louis, taking the song with 
lier. On her singing it there it attracted 
nm ii attention, and she finally sent it back 
to the author to ha\ e it published. 
'I lie m anuscript was sent to nearly every 
publisher in Amar ca; hut, I Ice D exter 
S m ith’s song, was probably regarded as too 
good, and v as returned u n til i was nearly 
worn out. 'Hie only o ffer m ade for it was 
one of SJO, which the w riter refused, but 
indignantly m ade the pub! slier a present 
of the song, saying th at it would teach him 
how I tile music publishers know of tho 
real value of compo,sitioiiS. 
The song w riter’s words indeed proved 
true, but not to bis own piotit, as lie r<-- 
csived t o rem uneration w hatever, while 
the lucky publisher disposed of not less 
titan 300 OOO copies. 
It is safo to say that, afterth isev p erien ce. 
the talented w riter was somewhat, more 
business-like in his m ethods, since he has 
realized well on b's in,my latter com posi­ 
tions. The owner of "E vangeline.” how- 
over. was never able to obtain another lyric 
from his pen, though ho afterw ards offered 
as high as $500 for a single s ng.

And w hether ladies from other 
parte of the country, congii gated a t our 
sum m er resorts, bring rune m anners w ith 
them , or m erely catch them from our own 
women, ns school children take aud give the 
me isles, it certainly is a fact th a t till are 
very m uch alike in their behavior after 
tin y reach those places. 
lf the hotel clerks and m anagers would 
not say—were they to be interview ed—th a t 
tho w om en they m eet w ith are especially 
difficult to please and to g t along wffth, as 
com pared to the men who accom pany them , 
it would be for some reason th a t does not 
influence them in their inform al talks w ith 
m en. B ut tho w eightiest testim ony on the 
subject would still he lortlicom ing from the 
fair sex itself, from the women who w ait on 
women, from the servant girls. Hie sales­ 
women in tlie shops, the stewardesses in 
boats and waiting rooms, and lrom those 
who work tor and serve wom en in the other 
w alks of lite. 
No o\io will deny th a t m ost m en treat 
pleasantly the clerks w ho w ait upon them . 
I th in k for the m ost p art m en deal w ith 
clerks on a basis of equality for tile tim e be­ 
ing, listening to w hat they say. treating 
their rem arks w ith respect, asking their 
advice and interjecting in the business con­ 
versation nu re or bes of pleas tnt chat 
about the w eather, the news of the day, the 
state of busine-s, or w hatever. 
It does 
not m atter who the m en are, w hether 
they a:e millii niunrrs. 
officials, 
petted 
clergym en, would-be aristocrats or w hat; 
thus 
im n 
treat 
m en 
w hen 
business 
brings 
them 
together. 
The m ain ex­ 
ceptions 
to 
the 
rule 
are 
those 
in 
which we find the m ale custom er fam iliar, 
jocular and even confidential in It s m anner 
to w hoever is serving him , m an or woman. 
W ith women th e case is different—very 
m arkedly, and I think strangely different. 
Your lady customer, your woman m aking 
purchases, "puts on an air,” as the phrase 
g aes. when she confronts her servitor. She 
mav have been at the instant sm iling and 
m irthful w ith lier com panion: perhaps it 
is lier nature to bo frank and livo'v and 
engaging with every one of her friends and 
ac (uam ances, yet she is alm ost certain to 
adopt c tiler a, cold and haughty, or at least 
w hat is called a thoroughly practical busi­ 
ness-like m anner as she prepares to address 
the clerk, always if the clerk is a fem ale:

THE WONDERFUL FLEA. 


Nobody Knows H ew He B reath es—M rs. 
F lea Lays 200 E ggs a t a Time, W hich 
Become in Six W eeks M atured F leas 
and V oters. 
[S. L. Claye* In Hie Swiss Cross.] 
L et us put ou'- flea under the microscope. 
It seems to bo clothed in a sort of arm or 
form ed of brown, overlapping plates th a t 
are so exceedingly tough as to be alm ost in ­ 
destructible. Its head is sm all and very 
thin, and it has a single eye upon each side. 
T his eye is black, and the lays of light 
scintilh<to w ithin it like sparks of lire. 
Puget m anaged to look through one of 
there eyes, and he found th a t it dim inished 
iii size, while it m ultiplied them in num ber 
—a m an appearing like au arniv of fairies, 
and the flame of a caudle becom ing a thou­ 
sand tiny stars. 
From Hie shape of its head, and fur other 
reasons. Hie flea is supposed to use only ( lie 
eve at a tim e 
Tile offensive weapon of the 
flea is composed o! two palui. or feelers.tw o 
pierces and a ton-'tie. W hen it feeds it 
stands e eet. fbi usting this sucker into rite 
flesh; and it will cat w ithout intel mission 
until disturbed, lor it voids as last as it 
swallows it food. It Is interesting to ou t 
several in a glass, and, giving them a pi* ce 
of raw m eat, see them ail standing on thou' 
hind legs to sui k up its juices. 
T heir m anner of breathing is still unde­ 
term ined, but it is thought m ost i reliable 
th a i they acce ive air into their bodies 
through sm all holes af, the end of the palpi. 
T he legs of a flea are m arvels of siren#th 
and elasticity. They aru joined to the body 
by long tendons tlm t act like wire springs. 
In m aking its leap. w hich, it s said. can 
cover 200 tim es its own length, the flea 
draw s tho log close up to the body and then 
th ro e s it out w ith great force; hut the im ­ 
pulse proceeds lrom tho h ist joint alone, 
the others only increasing it by their stretch 
w hile the leap is being m ade. 
Fleas are i ossessed of groat strength. 
M outlet tells of a m echanic who m ade a 
gold chain, as long as his finger, th a t u lt a 
dragged after' hun. and a golden enariot, 
winch Ile drew also. B agley w rites of a 
w atchm aker iii the .Strand who had an 
ivory, lour w heeled cha se. with a coach­ 
m an on its box, draw n by a tloa. Tho sam e 
m an afterw ard m ade st carriage w dthsix 
horses, a coachm an, tour persons inside,two 
footmen behind aud a postilion on one of 
tito In rs«'s, all of w hich was draw n by a 
single flea. 
J.atriella m entions a flea w hich dragged a 
silver cam p u of 24 rim es its own w eight, 
m ounted on wheels, and slo wed no fear 
w hen it was charged w ith gunpow der and 
and tired off. Reno says th a t lie saw three 
Heils draw ing a tiny om nibus; th a t a pair 
drew a chariot, and th a t a brass cannon was 
dragged by a single one. 
There are several varieties of fleas, but 
they are squinch alike th a t their differences 
are inter! sting only to scientific people. 
The cat flea will do as well as any to show 
us the process of breeding. D uring Hie 
spring and sum m er m om fissile.simply drops 
lier eggs into tho lur of the cat; but in tho 
autum n 
and 
w inier 
she 
glues 
each 
firm ly upon 
a 
hair. 
These eggs 
are 
so sm all as to bo barely visible to the 
naked ave. but under tho microscope they 
are very beautiful, looking like tho love­ 
liest pearls, and are perfectly tianslucent. 
T he Pea deposits nearly 2U0 at a tim e, run­ 
ning about and dropping them hero and 
I bete. They soon h atch into sm all, w hite, 
footless worm s. In from one to two weeks 
they go into c. coon. N othing can be pret­ 
tier than this cocoon. I wish I could show 
it to you, bu t will try to describe i t it is like 
a flask of clear glass, tinged at the edge 
w ith pearly tents, aud dotted over w ith 
gold. 
H ie little sleeper w ithin lies in a 
circle, is ruse-colored, and looks like the 
delicate petal of a flower. In about six 
w eeks ho reaches m aturity. At first he is 
not larger th an a m ite. but w hen Well fed 
grows quickly in size and strength. 
Fleas are quarrelsom e aud great fighters. 
W hen several are confined in a class they 
w ill stand on th eir hind legs. striking at 
th eir opponents w ith the o .liers, and roll 
over and over each other, losing legs and 
antennae, and at last giving up their live- in 
I fie fight. T here is a record of a flea which 
lived IO days atter such an encounter w ith 
no a n te n n a , three plates of lits side broken 
in, one eye gone, and w ith only four le^s, 
and these cut off to th e first joints. 
Fleas are suDoored to feel a great an­ 
tipathy to wormwood and other 
bitter 
herbs; aud in E ngland the countty people 
ltavo a habit of placing these about their 
cottages for the purpose of banishing the 
lively little pests.

W hen three cr lour ants of this de­ 
nom ination encam p in e a c li-e r—lim b of 
your apparel, th eir presence n the m orning 
casts a gloom over tho entire program m e. 
Aud last year a new kind pf fly had regis­ 
tered and taken rooms. 
He took a great 
deal of room, t >0. 
He was about as large 
as a d ig w ith wings, if you ever neighed 
th at kind of a dog. H o -th e fly—di es not 
bite. 
He 
only tries 
against, 
you 
and 
knocks

I used to th in k

FORMATION OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 
F it be true that good 
parts make great ac­ 
tors. was there ever 
a better illustration 
of tho corollary, that 
g r e a t opportunities 
make 
great states­ 
men, than Abraham 
Lincoln’s 
life 
and 
monumental service? 
A typicalAmericau. 
A typical American 
fro m 
boyhood 
to 
death, 
in 
that he 
started with nothing, 
attained all, utilizing 
e v e r y opportunity, 
and remaining f> r- 
evor 
enshrined in 
the 
heart 
of 
bis 
country, the m artyr president. 
The Re­ 
publican party was born of a high pub­ 
lic necessity, 
which 
manifested 
itself 
during 
the 
administration 
of 
W ash­ 
ington 
and 
tho 
elder 
Adams, keep­ 
ing its 
organization, faith 
and 
name 
until 1833, when it was dissolved. Twenty- 
three years later it was re-formed for tho de­ 
fence of freedom of tho person, of speech 
and of tho press, and for resistance to 
usurpations resulting from the substitution. 
by the political party administering the 
{ 
rovemment, of tho so-called Calhoun policy 
or that of the author of the Declaration of 
Independence, and for insisting upon a re­ 
turn to the policy from which both the 
executive and legislative departments had 
Unwisely departed. On Feb. 22, 1856. a 
large convention of delegates from all the 
non-slave-holding, and a few of tho slavo- 
holding States, was held in the city of Pitts­ 
burg to consider, in view of the imminency 
of public danger, what means should bo 
adopted to restore the government to its 
true republican condition. 
Among the delegates was Henry J. Ray­ 
mond, lieutenant governor of the State of 
New York, editor of the New York Times, 
to whom was conlided the writing of an ad­ 
dress, subsoils ntly adopted and issued to 
tho people of the United States. Tile ad­ 
dress declared a fixed and unalterable de­ 
votion to the Constitution of the United 
States, to the ends which it established, and 
to the moans which it provided for their 
attainm ent; its belief that the powers con­ 
ferred by 
that 
instrum ent 
upon 
the 
govt rninent of tho United States were 
amnia for tho accomplishment of these 
objects; 
and 
th at 
if 
those 
powers 
were exercised in the spirit of the Constitu. 
lion itself, they could not lead to any other 
result; its respect for thogreat rights which 
the Constitution declares to be inviolable, 
freodoei of speech and the press, the free 
erie, cise of religious belief and tho right of 
the people peaceably to assemble and peti- 
t on the government for a redress of griev­ 
ances: a deteimination to defend and pro­ 
tect tho Constitution and the Union against 
all enemies, recognizing no geographical 
divisions, 
no local 
interests, 
no nar­ 
row 
or 
sectional 
prejudices 
in 
the 
endeavor 
to 
preserve 
the 
Union 
against foreign aggression and domestic 
strife, claiming the rights, privileges land 
liberties for all as well as for tho individ­ 
ual. The address then proceeded to declare 
the conviction that tho government was 
not administered in accordance with tho 
Constitution, or for the preservation and 
prosper!;y of the American Union, but that 
its powers were systematically wielded for 
tim promotion, and extended in the interest 
of .davoiy, iii direct hostility to the letter 
and s', ii it of the Constitution, in flagrant 
disregard of other groat interests of the 
country, and in open contempt of tho public 
sentiment of the American people and of 
the Christian world. 
it sketched an outline of the progress of 
the slave power in the United States, from 
the accession to tho presidency of John 
Tyler, down through the annexation of 
Texas, the conquest of Mexico, to the in* 
vaslon of Kansas, and replied to the argu- 
rm nt that the original enactm ent of tho 
Missouri compromise, by which slavery was 
prohibited from entering a portion of tho 
territory of tho United States, was a viola­ 
tion of tho Constitution, and th at slave 
holders had a right, by virtue of constitu­ 
tional provisions, to take their slaves into 
any territ* ry over which that Constitution 
extended, first, that, whother the pica was 
true or false, it came too late, second, that 
if the plea were true, the enactment was 
null and void, by reason of its unconstitu­ 
tionality,and third,that the plea is not true, 
but is directly contrary to the plain letter, 
as well as to the spirit of the Constitution, 
and to the uniform practice of the govern­ 
m ent from its foundation. 
A rapid but lucid review of the successive 
acts of Congress in the interest of slavery, 
and a vigorous assertion that it was folly 
longer to shut the eyes of tho country to tho 
fact that the slavo-holding interest was de- 
term ned to counteract the tendencies of 
limo, and of civilization, by its own energy, 
by its bold appropriation of ail the powers 
and agencies of the government, and by tho 
violation, if need be, of the most sacred 
compacts and compromise followed. The 
address pictured the certain condition of 
ai airs w ren tho great objects attempted by 
tho slaveholders should have been accom­ 
plished, when the States as well as the gen­ 
eral government should have become sub­ 
ject to tho law of slavery, aud when350,OuO 
slaveholders should hold despotic rule over 
tho millions 
of the 
public, and then 
closed with a call for a convention to 
assemble in Philadelphia on June 17, for 
tho purpose of nominating candidates for 
tho ; residency and vice presidency of the 
United States. 
The story of th at convention m ight well 
be a history by itself. 
In brief, there assembled moro than 1000 
deb gates, among them a lur. ei cum ber of 
eminent and influential public men than 
ever before came together for political pur­ 
poses. Robert Emm et of New York, for­ 
merly a Democrat of high standing, was 
temporary chairman, and Colonel S. Ham 
if Indiana presided finally over the con­ 
tent .on. The unquestioned preference of a 
j.rco majority of the delegates was William 
t. Seward, btu Mr. Seward’* own candi­ 


date was John C. Fremont, who. after an 
informal ballot, was unanimously nomi­ 
nated as the Ro publican < and id ate for pros- 
idcnt, with William L. I)a;, ton as candidate 
for tho vice presidency. The only other 
candidates voted for for the presidency 
were John McLean, Nathaniel P. Hanks, 
Charles Sumner end \Villiam ll. Seward. 
On an informal ballot for vice president 
Abraham Lino* in leech ed 110 votes., A 
platform was then adopt d, the candidates 
were notified and accepted, the broad ban­ 
ner of freedom was unfolded to the bn eze. 
the cann ainu opened, a tremendous tight 
ensued, in which Fremont and Dayton con­ 
tested with Buchanan and Breckinridge, 
and Fillmore and Doneison, with the re­ 
sult of placing James Buchanan in tho 
presidential chair. 


PART IL 


THE LINCOLN'-DOUOLAS CAMPAIGN. 
Tile mention of Abraham Lincoln’s name 
in tho convention which nominated Fre­ 
mont and Dayton in 1856 was hy no man­ 
ner of means the introduction of that quaint 
personality to the politics of the country. 
As early as the spring of . 832 ho was a 
candidate for the Indiana Legislature, and 
in 1834 he was a successful candidate for 
that position to which he was re-elected in 
1836, 1838 and 1840. In 1£4G he went to 
Congress, where he signalized his presence 
by offering for consideration a scheme lor 
the emancipation of the slaves in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. He was offered tile gov­ 
ernorship of Oregon Territory by President 
Taylor, but declined, largely because of tho 
exactions 
of 
his 
rapidly-growing 
professional 
practice, 
and, 
because, 
too, 
having 
become 
leeognized 
aa 
the 
most 
iafluenclal exponent of tho 
principles of the Whig party in the West, 
and especially in the State of Illinois, his 
friends dissuaded him from leaving to oth­ 
ers a field which promised him such good 
results in the futuie. From 1854, at which 
tim o tho entire country was profoundly 
agitated b t the repeal of tho Missouri com­ 
promise, political ambition and generous 
impulse in behalf of the d<>wn-trodden race 
kept pace, side by side, in Lincoln’s breast. 
This act of Senator Douglas, for many 
years a warm and personal friend, and a 
bitter 
political 
opponent 
of 
Lincoln, 
arou-ed a feeling akin to distrust in the 
minds of his old friends, and emphasized 
the hatred of those who disliked and op­ 
posed him personally and polit cully. In 
spite of their friendly personal relations 
Lincoln and Douglas were brought face to 
face, as representatives each of a fighting 
party. The encroachments of slavery upon 
tho Territories Lincoln regarded as a gross 
broach of faith, and in a series i f remark­ 
able political discns-ious attracted the at­ 
tention of the nation to tho virility of his 
arguments, and the breadth and scope of 
his constitutional apprehensions. 
Senator Shields neared the close of his 
senatorial term. 
A legislature was in session, and upon it 
devolved a senatorial choice. 
Lincoln was 
the favorite of the Whigs, Shields of the 
Democrats, with a few scattering votes 
among the Democrats for Lyman Trumbull. 
Trumbull was a Democrat who believed in 
the constitution and opposed the extension 
of slavery, and through the influence of 
Mr. Lincoln, who dreaded above all tilings 
tho return of Mr. .Shields, or anv other 
Democrat who would stand bv Douglas in 
the fight then imminent, and win) urged 
his friends to vote for Trumbull, there was 
secured for the upper house a distinguished 
law giver, a statesman without fear and 
without blemish, who served his country 
and his constituents for many years there­ 
after with intelligence aud earnestness of 
purpose. 
It was a great fight. 
Those days which tried m en’s souls, which 
turned pruning hooks into spears, mado 
Btatesmen from politicians, and infused a 
spirit of patriotism into tho boys aud girls 
of the time, were not important simply be­ 
cause they led up to the greatest smuggle 
of modern years, but because they afforded 
journalism, the pulpit, the schoolhouse, the 
debating societies tremendous scope for 
study, for investigation, for the drawing of 
inferences, tho teaching of needed less ns, 
and the elevation of the enure peoplo from 
the dead level of money grubbing to the 
higher planes of contest for free speech, fr* e 
press, free men, free thought, the liberty for 
which the fathers suffered, bled and died. 
Such times demanded leadot-s. 
And, as in the sr at supernal fights,angels 
and archangels of light not only drew 
ii wards and gathered in mighty phalanx for 
the right, but angola and archangels were 
m arshalled under the leadership of the 
prince of darkness, di awing their swords 
for determined resistance to all that was 
good and true aud noble; so. Lincoln on the 
one band, standing hand to hand, shoulder 
to shoulder with the other great names 
famous in the army of t ho jvtst.Seward,Chase, 
Beecher, Greeley, Raymond, Lovejoy,Wade, 
was opposed by mon of equal brain, of as 
wide experience, of a common determina­ 
tion, and a battle was begun, tho very 
skirmishes preceding which challenged the 
attention of the world and furnished heroes 
for the page of history. 
Tile first clash of arms came in Illinois. 
Anti-slavery men, form trly Whigs, join­ 
ing hands w ith anti-slavery men formerly 
Democu.ts, were massed as Republicans 
under the 
leadership 
of Lincoln, who 
sought an election to the United Stab s Sen­ 
ate in place of Douglas, then a senator seek­ 
ing re-election, the one a recognized mouth­ 
piece of tho new party, tho other brooking 
no rival as leader of tho party in plower. 
Being challenged by Mr. Lincoln to a joint 
discussion, Senator Douglas faced with his 
great rival a series of immense audiences in 
their own State. In these days of steno­ 
graphic reports and universal use of the 
electric wire, verbatim reports of those 
mighty efforts, as adroit and specious in the 
mouth of Mr. Douglas as they were earnest, 
impassioned 
and 
genuine 
in 
that of 
Mr. Lincoln, 
would 
appear 
in 
every 
significant 
pawer. 
As 
it 
was, 
oven 
in that far-away period, so great was the 
interest throughout the nation that the 
metropolitan papers sent correspond* lits to 
folluw tho speakers from point to point, 
and to reproduce, in general terms, tho ar­ 
guments educed bv both. A bold and sig­ 
nificant titterance by Mr. Lincoln at that 
tim e would seem to be evidence of his 
prophetic genius. Said he: ' A house di­ 
vided against itself cannot stand. I believe 
this government cannot enduro permanent­ 
ly, half slave and half free. I don’t ex­ 
pect tho Union to be dissolved, I don’t ex­ 
pect the house to fall, but I do expect that 
it will cease to be divided. It will become 
all the oue tiling or all the other. Either 
the opponents of slavery will arrest tho 
further spread of it. and place it where the 
public mind shall rest in the Belief that it is 
in the course of ultim ate extinction, or its 
advocates will push it forward until it shall 
become alike lawful in all States, old as 
well as new, Norili as well as South.” 
The contest was nip and luck. 
Douglas. Known as the Little Giant, was a 
powerful debater, aud bad spent his life on 
the stump and in public service. Ile bad 
every change upon his finger’s end. He un­ 
derstood tlie flights of oratory and tho 
tricks of rhetoric. He was personally ac­ 
quainted with nearly every man in tho 
Stat", his popularity was unbounded, and 
he was everywhere conceded to ne a master 
mind. Mr. lincoln had not the physical 
and personal advantages of his opponent, 
yet lie was quite his m atch before a popular 
audience. 
His manner was uniquo. 
Ho had devct d friends. 
His quick insight and intuitive percep­ 
tions enabled him to detoct the weak points 
of his opposer, and his apparently inex­ 
haustible fund of apposite stories and preg­ 
nant anecdotes, kept his audience in good 
humor from first to last. 
Tho weak point 
of Mr. Douglass was that he was on tho 
wrong side, and Lincoln’s greatest strength 
was found in the fact that tho principle lie 
contended for was deep-seated iii the heart 
of every true American, tho men ho talked 
before being of that stamp. The interest 
felt in tho debate was national, and, 
although the Legislature returned was 
of 
the 
complexion 
that 
re-elected 
Douglass 
to 
tho 
Senate, 
tho 
issue 
of 
the 
campaign 
placed 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
far 
in 
the 
forefront of 
tho 
thinkers, as well as of tho speakers of that 
time, when great thinkers lived and great 
orators talked. Lincoln knowing very well 
that Douglas cared at thoTime moro for his 
momentary trium ph than for the ultimate 
supremacy of his cause, adroitly pushed 
him, inch by inch. until, in Freeport, 111., he

cornered him by asking w hether Hie people 
of a Territory could, in any lawful way, 
against the wish of any citizen of the 
United States, exclude slavery from its 
limits 
prior 
to 
the 
formation 
of 
a 
State constitution. Douglas replied that 
slavery could of 
courso 
be 
excluded 
by unfriendly territorial legislation, where­ 
upon Lincoln rejoined, 
"Judge Douglas 
would seem to hold th at a thing may law­ 
fully bo drix en away from a place where it 
has a lawful right to go,” The momentary 
oiled of that was great, but two years later, 
when what is known as the secession con­ 
vention assembled Iii Charleston, and when 
the delegates lr* m the nation were iii hot 
debate as to which of the two. Jefferson 
Ifavis or Stephen A. Douglas, should lie 
their banner carrier, the argument was used 
with great effect that “Mr. Douglas said in 
Ids Freport speech that slavery might law­ 
fully be excluded from any Territory by un­ 
friendly territorial legislation.” 
Tho Republican party was now. 
And like all now organizations the Re­ 
publican party was in danger of beingover- 
governed. 
It contained many elements 
bit erly hostile to each other, although 
united on one point of c mmon interest—tho 
non exten di n of slavery beyond its exist­ 
ing bounds. In tho first place, thoro were 
the original Abolitionists, who. as their 
name implied, fought for tho destruction of 
slavery, pure and simple, wherever ii ex­ 
isted, as contrary to the law of God and 
opposed to tho honor of mankind. Then 
thoro were the Whigs with their peculiar 
notions, and the Democrats with theirs, and 
a great 
body 
of 
non-political 
think­ 
ers, 
moralists 
they 
m ight be 
called, 
and 
each 
wing 
or 
section 
of 
the party had its peculiar leaders, favorites 
and candidates for promotion. Mr. Lincoln 
was known then simply as a Western man 
who had m et Douglas on the field and con­ 
tested the championship with him. Ile was 
invited East, and union r other place.- he 
spoke in Coopor Institute, in New York, in 
February, I860, taking as his text the un­ 
broken record of tho founders of the repub­ 
lic in favor of the restriction of slavery, 
and against its extension. 
That speech 
clinched the favor in which ho was already 
held by thinking mon. and went far toward 
the compromise made upon him in tho 
Chicago convention a few weeks later, 
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TRIUMPH OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY AND 
ELECTION Off ABR AHA M LINCOLN. 
Tho entire country was in a ferment. 
Tho steady, 
determined, encroaching 
spirit of tho South, which, for 50 years ami 
more, had sown industriously seeds, the 
normal outcome of which was a crop of dis 
content and suspicion in the other sections 
of the Union, threatened a disruption of the 
Democratic party. 
Tho solid South then, as now, voted one 


There was no solid North. The Whigs, 
the Democrats, the Free Boilers and the 
Abolitionists were loosening the ties that 
bound them to th*ir several parties, ami 
littlo by little solidified into tho two great 
parties. Democrat and Republican.. Certain 
men in the Domociatic party, whether l>y 
reason of their States’ right theory or for 
selfish motive, allied themselves with the 
pro slavery party in tho South, and wcio 
known in the Northern States as copper­ 
heads. 
Angry antagonisms were engon 
dored, personal collisions were frequent, 
bitter speeches were made and unmis­ 
takable signs were many th at the national 
conventions in the early part of I SCC 
would be turbulent and confused in delib­ 
eration. 
The first convention boid that 
year m et in Charleston, S. C.. whore Caleb 
Cushing and Benjamin F. Butler were con­ 
spicuous among Northern Democrats sup­ 
posed to be in closest alii]iation wiih South­ 
ern hope and intention. 
After a week’s 
quarrelling over the platform, which, by a 
vote of 165 to 138, very feebly indorsed 
Senator Douglas’ squatter sovereignty idea, 
the convention broke up in great con­ 
fusion, a majority of the delegates from 
the slave States withdrawing in a body. 
Ballots were cast, however, for candidates 
for the presidency and vice presidency, 
Jefferson Davis and Stephen A. Douglas 
being the principal contestants. On the 
fifty-seventh ballot Mr. Douglas was made 
the nominee, and Herschel V. Johnson of 
Georgia was nominated as vice president. 
Tho out-and-out ultra believers in 
the 
Southern idea, who had bolted in Charles­ 
ton in May, reassembled in Baltimore in 
June and nominated John C. Breckinridge 
of Kentucky, then vice president, as candi­ 
date for the presidency, and Joseph Allen 
of Oregon for vice president.. Meantime, on 
May 16, the second Republican national 
convention a-rambled in Chicago, in a spa­ 
cious building called the wigwam, erected 
especially tor its accommodation. 
A successful issue in the coming campaign 
seemed at all events possible. 
Nay. in view of tho marvellous disinte­ 
gration of tho Democratic party, success 
seemed probable. Obviously the time w as 
ripe for the weary watchers and long-time 
waiters to come to tile float. Tho Demo­ 
cratic party had been in power half a cen­ 
tury. The Whigs and their children of ihe 
Republican party wore very hungry. They 
had seen fat patronage dispensed to their 
Democratic neighbors until they were dis­ 
gusted with disappointment. Friends of 
William II. Seward, of Simon Cameron, of 
Salmon I*. Chase, of Edward Bates, of 
W illiam M. Dayton, pushed their favorites 
forward. Now Yolk. Michigan, Massachu­ 
setts were very anxious indeed that William 
ii. Soword, who had been their unanimous 
choice four J ears before, when John C. 
Fremont was made the standard-bearer, 
should bo placed at the head of the ticket. 
William M. Evarts was most anxious to 
go to the United States Senate. 
Edwin I). Morgan looked forward to a 
cabinet portfolio. 
Solidly New York’s delegation stood to- 
gether, and determined that come what 
might desertion from W illiam H. Seward 
was not to bo dreamed of for a moment. 
Horace Greeley’s well-known opposition to 
Seward precluded the possibility of his go­ 
ing as a delegate from New York State, but 
he secured a request from the Republicans 
of Oregon to aet ai? a delegate, and lie did 
so. His choice was Edward Bates of St. 
Louis, or any other good man with whom to 
beat Seward. Of Bates, Greeley said he 
•'was thoroughly conservative, and although

Tho early hours of the morning bad boon 
sp ut, by Greeley and other opponents of 
Sewiiid iii a vain endeavor to induce tho 
friends of the opposing candidates to unite 
on some one name, and with considerable 
temper, dissatisfaction and discontent, the 
convention began its work. The Seward 
men were confident to a di gree, which, in 
view of subsequent developments, scorns 
aion zing; so confident, indeed, that a lead 
ing supporter asked Greeley to name the 
man whose nomination for vice president 
would be most agreeable to those opposed 
to the nom nation of Seward for president. 
This convention’s action was tho hinge on 
which tho history of the country turned. 
Tho convent oil’s edict Bottled for all timo 
the condition of tile people of tho land, 
North, South, East and West, and its delib­ 
eration deserves more consideration, per­ 
haps, than can be accorded here. When 
nominations were in order, Seward. Camer­ 
on, Chase, Bates, Dayton, Mebane and Col- 
lainore wore introduced. Tho convention 
hall was packed to the verge of suffocation. 
It is doubtful if a more intelligent body of 
men ever assembled under any circumstan­ 
ces. New Eng and was particularly strong 
iii its representation. Leading men from 
New York, strong men from the West, and 
reliable mon from tho South were there, 
anxious, to bo sure, for tho success of their 
iii lividual preference, but united in a de­ 
term ination to carry into effect tho will 
of the party as represented in tho conven­ 
tion assembled. 
Immediately prior to tho balloting, an 
odd character, Uncle Jesse Harper of Illi­ 
nois. tail and gaunt in figure, clad in rusty 
black, rose and put in nomination Abraham 
L ncoln, the rail-splitter. There was DOih- 
iug of pre-arrangement in his speech, but 
there was a certain zealous tiro in his man­ 
ner. There was no taking of the platform 
with perfunctory courtesy, no elaborate 
sentence, no obviously memorized oration. 
He stood upon a chair in the body of the 
hall, quickly sketched the history of his 
friend, and with an earnestness of maimer 
that carried conviction to many delegates, 
and found quick responsive enthusiasm in 
the heart of the vast audience that belted 
tho convention in a circle of interest, < aby­ 
ing with it a suggestion of possible failure 
to the alert minds of Seward’s friends. 
When the little stir had passed and the 
delegates settled down to business a ballot 
was lokeu as follows:

The delegates looked aghast, while every 
man upon the floor, with the exception of 
themselves, was shout ng, waving, in unison 
with 15,000 spectators, whose fire of en­ 
thusiasm glowed as it burned. "New York, 
Now York” rang throughout the hall. 
Not a word. 
"NT w York, New York,” shouted thou­ 
sands of voices. 
William M. Evarts, pale, thin, nervous. 
wiry, like a ghost in black, walked amid 
thunders of plaudits to the platform and 
stopped upon a table. If ever his nerves 
wore shaken, if ever his heart was wrung, 
if over lie fa od as parent annihilation, if 
ever lie drank the very dregs of bitterness 
and disappointment, that was the moment. 
Waiting for a subsidence of the storm he 
calmly locked about, and then, with incis­ 
ive 
feat'nee 
and clean cut utterance 
phrased the dis ppointment New York felt 
that her favorite son had not been the 
choice, of Ids .brethren, and woundup by 
moving that the nomination of Abraham 
Lincoln be made unanimous. This motion 
vias seconded by John A. Andrew of Massa­ 
chusetts, and carried witli wild. tum ultu­ 
ous shouts, which rust) to the i roportions of 
rn.'uuta nous upheaval as a full-length oil 
painted portrait of Abraham Lincoln was 
brought into tho wigwam and placed be­ 
hind the speaker's chair. The ticket was 
c mulcted by the nomination of Hannibal 
Hamlin of Maine. 
Now for it! 
There were four tickets in the field. The 
one nominated in Charleston Douglas, tho 
one in Baltimore Breckinridge, a third 
called the constitutional union party, also 
in Baltimore. John Bell of Tennessee, with 
Edward Bvt retd of Massachusetts for vice 
president, ami Lincoln. 
A nu re excitons campaign was never 
known. 
Divisions at the North meant much. 
They literally separated 
families, they 
broke friendships, they severed social rela­ 
tions, they affected trade aud commerce; to 


a cortaiu exti nt they paralyzed tho indus­ 
tries of tim entire country. I' would bo 
folly, in view of subsequent dev< lopmeiits, 
to protend that the violent eh men tx in tho 
South were not full of joy at the p ro jec t. 
If Breckinridge were to be elected, slavery 
had again won the victory. If Lincoln were 
chosen, tho long Ii wed for opportunity 
to leave the I aion had been secured. 
Feelings of hostility that permeated thepar 
ties in national politics were transfused 
into tho veins of every State. Never was 
there a more bitter contest than that waged 
betxvcen the several parties socking to elect 
a governor that fall. in the State of Massa­ 
chusetts. 
There wore four gubernatorial 
candidates there, John A. Andrew, Repub­ 
lican; Erasmus D. Beach. Douglas Demo­ 
crat; Edmund A. l awrence. BMI. and Ben­ 
jamin F. Butler, Breckinridge Democrat. 
New En.,land well remembers that bittor 
struggle, xxliirh went hau l in hand with 
tho presidential fight, as bitterly fought in 
the o d Bay State ami in the calm root*-os 
of New England’* ham lets as in the more 
evenly divided cities of tho North and 
West, where influential merchant* bent the 
knee to tho cotton plant* vs of the South, 
and secession sympathizers gave blatant 
suppo t to tho ticket, which mount, if suc­ 
cessful, a disruption of tho Union an d a 
bursting of the bonds of (Motherhood. 
At that tinxo Mr. Lincoln lived in Spring­ 
field, 111. 
The nation is familiar with Lincoln's nor- 
eonality as that of an over tall, shackly- 
built, hollow-cheeked, sad-eyod, stooping 
man, with a strasrg y beard. 
The tiuo 
Lincoln was no such person. Ho was eve r 
tall, to bo sure, but bis limbs were in fair 
proportion. Ile wore no board at that time, 
and Ids manner was bright, alto t. active. In 
rot Oso bis face bad aaugg; alien of sadness 
but it wa* born of a quiet dignity which 
was perfectly natural to him. Ho knew how 
to draw the line between familiarity and 
rudenoss.

Tim election in tho South was a farce. 
There was no pretence of competition. 
A Is t or illustration of a solid South could,

Elsewhere the contest was determined. 
Hero and there supi oilers of Douglas, 
; Boll and Breclreiiridge united on a common 
I ticket. Especially noticeable was that In 
New York. Mr. Douglas spoke in mnnv 
Stat* s, but although his eloquence was ap­ 
plauded, his rhetoric admired, his canvass 
x, as not a success, and lie rot red disheart­ 
ened. The result showed that I - 0 elect ral 
votes had been cast for Mr. Lincoln, tho re­ 
in;! ning 123 being divid* d among his threo 
opponents. In tho frco States Lim rein le­ 
eched of the popular vote 1,831,130. while 
Douglas recon ed 1,128,0to. 
Tile united North virtually had triumphed, 
for the first t mo, over a united South. 
A Republic n president had been elected 
wiles*' embarrassments already great, wore 
certa n to he made greater by a argo ma­ 
jority agoins him rn the already c eded 
House of Representatives, insuring to him 
also opposition in the Supreme Court, as in 
the Senate, already settled. 
Thus stood Lincoln and tho country, face 
to face, on the night of Nov. 6, 1860 tho 
country broken into tactions bitterly hating 
each other, Lincoln with a t isle bolero him 
such as no mortal man I afore him had, and 
none since his day lias been called to per­ 
form.

It wasn’t Id the Interest of any 
grade of labor.

The sentiment which 
expresses itself in Judge Lynch action, stir­ 
ring a community to such a pitch of excite­ 
ment as w an ants an indulgence in brutal 
crime in tho name of law. we si o here, pro 
cisely as it eau be seen there, or in any 
other part of tho world, where men, women 
and children exist. That preparations for 
si cession were made months before Mr. 
Lincoln's inauguration, is a well-known 
fact. President Buchanan was ambitious, 
to be sure, but ho was timid, weak, and 
Greeley is authority for the record that "re­ 
peatedly during Buchanan’s las; year ho 
sft!d, ‘I am the last president of Hie I toted 
Ft tea.’ ” Buchanan argued and believed 
that tho federal government had no con­ 
stitutional right to defend its own ex­ 
istence.

of M exico, Ju n e 21.—F u rth e r 
reports 
from Silao say th a t it rained 
furiously all day and night on M onday. T he 
river flooded the north end of the town, the 
w ater rushing through tho streets in a great 
volum e and with trem endous force. Most 
of the houses, boing adobo, were soon sat­ 
urated and fell down, am ong them som e of 
the principal buildings. 
It is reported th a t about 20 persons w ere 
buried under the ruins or drowned. 
T he station buildings are occupied bv 
hom eless persons who are subsisting on 
w aterm elons aud other iru it found floating 
on Hie water. 
Tile rain has been general, and the w hole 
country around Silao is flooded, several 
dykes having given way. 
The officials of the M exican C entral rail­ 
road report th a t the roadbed fur a long dis­ 
tance

vicinity of 
Silao 
has 
been carried away. 
They are w orking 
day and night to send help to the inhabi­ 
tants of tho stricken city, but it w as still 
raining on

Such a steady, heavy downpour was never 
before known in th a t locality, and grave 
fe ars are entertained for the safety of tho 
city. 
Owing to the level ground about Silao, if 
the river continues to rise, the entire city 
m ay be w ashed awny. 
The river Tollm an, near Queretaro. has 
overflowed its banks. T hree persons have 
been drowned, and m uch dam age has been 
done to crops.

Launch Olivette Upsets on a 
Dy'ka 


Sis of a Newark Pleasure Party Lose 


Their Lives. 


Sloop Capsizes Down the Harbor and 


One Man is Drowned. 


N e w a r k , N . J., Ju n e 2 4 .—A m erry party 
of about 20 young m en and wom en w ent 
down N ew ark bay from this city in steam 
yacht O livette last evening. 
It was a lovely night, th e moon shining 
through the clouds, th e air cool, and the 
quiet stillness of th e n ig h t only broken by 
the rippling of tho w ater a t th e side of the 
launch as she sped onw ard. The m erry 
party, thoughtless of any im pending calam ­ 
ity, sang aud laughed w hile one of th e 
num ber played a guitar. 
W hen they were near th e long stone 
dyke below the C entral railroad bridge, a 
tug w ith a tow behind hove in sight. Tho 
pilot of tho tug gave one w histle, aud th e 
engineer of the O livette 
replied 
w ith 
w histle, 
signifying 
th a t 
ho 
would 
take the port sido. Ho (I d so, aud tile tug 
and its row passed on. The engineer of tho 
launch had not noticed th a t he was in the 
vicinity of the dyke. Tho tide was high 
and flowed over the dyke to th e depth of a 
foot or moio. 
A grating sound of th e keel w arned th e 
m erry excursionists of th eir danger. Tho 
engineer proceded to draw the boat off the 
dangerous landing, and had alm ost done so 
w hen the boat lurched the least bit to one 
side. 
A t this th e 
girls becam e panic 
stricken and m ade a w ild rush to tho other 
sido of th e beat. T h at thoughtless act up­ 
set tho boat. In an instant th e air was 
tilled w ith shrieks of the drowning. 
W illiam Kotlie. the engineer, says: "I was 
running the engine in place of th e regular 
engineer, who could not go out last n gilt.

S tanley stru ck into a rough m oun­ 
tainous country, covered w ith dense for­ 
ests. 
The natives, who w ere excited by 
reports spread by th e Arabs, disputed th e 
passage of the expedition, and there was 
continuous fighting. S tanley was severely 
wounded by ail arrow. Ho was com pelled 
several tim es to construct cam ps in order 
to repel attacks, anil was obliged to use 
th e 
reserve 
provisions 
th a t were 
in 
tended for lE m in Bey. 
T he Soudanese 
attached to th e force had all died or 
disappeared. The deserters estim ated th a t 
the caravan lo-t one-third of its men, and 
they sav that m any of those rem a ning were 
ill, inclini ng th e Europeans. Stanley was 
encam ped when th e deserters lett. He was 
surrounded fiy hostiles and was unable to 
send new sio himin.or directly, to Yam bunza. 
M ajor B arteilot had returned to Yam 
bun zn. w nere he was aw aiting the m en th a t 
Mr. W ard was collecting to form a powerful 
experlii ion to go to tire relief of Stanley. 
T ee sickness a t Y'ambunga was lessening, 
but only 80 of th e 1 2 5 Z anzibari survived. 
T ippooT ip recruited 025 m en to form tw o 
cam* ans and started for th e interior about 
the end of January. W ard Jolt Boma on May 
30 for Leopoldville, w here ho was to em bark 
men and provisions in th e Congo S tate 
steam er En Avant, for the A ruw him i.

Roses'as a Snow Wall* 
[London Globe.] 
T he plentiful experience of deep snow 
which Europe has had th is w inter has set 
practical m en th in k in g of a b etter m eans of 
protection against th is great obstruction to 
traffic. And tho question of defending linos 
of railw ay against snow drifts has been 
raised in A ustria and H ungary. 
A rose hedge is now said to bo th e m ost 
effective defence. More th an a m ile of one 
of tile H ungarian railw ays has been this 
w inter kept clear of d rifts by a rose bodge 
about six and one-half feet high and three 
aud one-quarter feet thick, although this 
section of the line had alw ays in previous 
\ oars been liable to Ire blocked. 
H ie rose 
bust adapted for tiffs purpose is the rose of 
Brovins, now incorrectly corrupted into tile 
rose « f Provence, B ut doubtless there are 
m any other kinds equally serviceable; the 
essential thing is th a t the hedge shalt otter 
a solid obstacle ro th e drifting snow. 
It will be a great im provem ent, certainly 
—ap art from all uractieal considerations if 
wo could be induced to m ake our lines of 
rail wav blossom w ith th© rose. At present 
the banks which border on our lines are 
neither useful or ornam ental. Here and 
there a little kitchen garden flourishes, or 
a fowl-keeping station-m aster cultivates 
sunflowers for Ins birds. B ut there is no 
serious attem pt e thor to grow cabbages or 
cabbage roses along th e line. 
In B rittany the lines run betw een sm all 
fru it gardens, w ith innum erable pear and 
apple trees trained espalier fashion a t the 
sides, aud the practical cultivation of fru it 
trees is adopted along the high roads in 
Germ any. W e m ight take a leaf out of our 
neighbor’s books either in the useful or 
ornam ental direction.
